BELLINGHAM, Wa.sh. — British Columbia will 
burn oil instead of gas at its Burrai-d theirnal plant 
this winter in an attempt to help the .state of Wash¬ 
ington overaome a critical natural gas shortage. 

That’s about as far as B.C. is pi*epared to go. 
Premier BarraU told Washington state Governor 
Dan Evans at a symposium on Canadian-American 
ralations hei*e Satuitlay. 

Barrett had relayed the 
same message to Evans in a 
40-minule private session in 
Barrett's hotel room Saturday 
morning. 

“We have an agreement to 
sell 800 million cubic feet of 
gas a day.” Barrett said. 
“And I admit there is a dif¬ 
ference in interpretation as to 
what that means. 

“The Americans feel that if 
there is a shortfall, we should 
share the shortfall with them. 
We don't see it that way. 

“I have instructed the "Bur¬ 
ra rd thermal plant to 'ise oil 
instead of natural gas dhis 
winter in order to make uj) 
some of the shortfall and 
maybe wt’ll all be lucky and 
have a mild winter.” 

The Burrard thermal plant 
uses 50 million cubic feet of 
gas a day. The shortfall at the 
U.S.-Canada border is expei t- 
ed to be around 2.50 million 
cubic feet a day if there is a 
l»rolonged cold spell. 

Barrett said he wmld tiy 
to find other ways of ge<ting 
an additional .50 milfixin culWr 
feet, up to a t)tal of 100 miJ- 
Ifcjn cubic feet daily. “But I 

am making Tr> pmmises aiwl 
the |)eo|ile of B.C. must c ime 
fir.sit.” he added. 

E\ans ixditely disagreed 
with Barrett on shortfall i^di- 
‘'.V. 

“There are three problems 
as 1 .see it.” Evans said, 
“l*rice. shortfall and new sui»- 
plv. 

“Price is, always a blfa k. 
but as long as it is a fair 
market price there isn't much 
we can do about it. 

“.Shortfalls ought to be 
shared by the parties to an 
agreement which brings about 
the shortfall. If we can't get 
tlie gas we have agreed to 
buy. then we should be treat¬ 
ed as customers with an inter¬ 
ruptible supply. And if we 
have an interruptible suiHdy.

Life not worth living 
for many B. C. Indians 


RELLINtlHAM. Wash. (CPi Many 
British Columbia Indians find life so bleak 
they destroy themselves, a University of B.C. 
commerce professor said FYiday. 

Professor William Stanbur>' told a semi¬ 
nar at a symposium on Canada-United Slates 
relations his ohserv'ations are based on a sur¬ 
vey of 1,000 of B.C.’s 16,000 status Indians 
who live off reserves and an analysis of gov¬ 
ernment statistics. 

"With a real unemployment rate of 47 per 
cent, incomes that leave twevthirds in po¬ 
verty, spending twice as many days in hospi¬ 
tal as whites do, and with a life expectancy 
sharply lower, many Indians find life not 
worth living,” he .said. 

He said accidents and violent deaths ac¬ 
count for 29 per cent of all Indian deaths - 
three times the proportions for whites.

“They're not dying from what whites are 
dying from." he said. "I would believe that 
most of these deaths are due to self-destruc¬ 
tion, with alcohol often being involved. ’ 

The median age of death for B.C. Indians 
is 44 w'hile it is 72 for whites, he said. 

.Stanbury said the Indian population is 
young and growing fast. Rural Indian 
mothers have an average of 4.7 children each 
compared to 2.7 for the average rural white 
woman. 

He said about 57 jter cent of all status In¬ 
dian births were classified as illegimaie in 
197‘J. This is largely because of federal laws 
that cause a woman to lose her rights as a 
status Indian if she marries a non-staltis 
man, he said. Rather than have this hapjien, 
many marriages are common-law. 


Prize in physiok>gy and medi¬ 
cine in 1966 for his work on 
hormones in treatment of 
cancer of the prostate, said as 
a result of his more recent 
study “leukemia research 
must change course 90 de¬ 
grees.” 

His work w'as descrilied in 
the fall issue of the University 
of Chicago Reports. 

The dominant theme "of 
our work is that hormones are 
the key to cancer research, 
control and treatment,” Hug¬ 
gins said. "By removing the 
pituitary gland which pro¬ 
duces the hormones, we have 
found that the leukemia disap¬ 
pears in 40 per cent of the 
cases.” 

"It is astonishing to see the 
cancers vanish, as if by 
magic, within four or five 
days. It is one of the great 
sights, not only of cancer re¬ 
search, but of all biology.”

TEGUaGALPA. Honduras 
(.AP).^ Rescue workers para- 
<*huted into the ravaged town 
of Choloma on Saturday and 
reported that 2.760 bodies 
have been found there, bring¬ 
ing the confirmed death toll 
from hurricane Fifi to nearly 
4.000 across the country, the 
government said. 

The Honduras National 
Emergency Ojmmittee said 
earlier that it believes be¬ 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 people 
died in the storm which hit 
the Honduran coast with 110- 
mile-per-hour winds Thurs¬ 
day. 

Acces.s to the hardest-hit 
areas has been’ difficult a.s 
most of the low-lying coastal 
region remains under water. 
As more and more bodies 
were being discovered, rescue 
teams resorted to burning the 
bodies to avoid outbreaks of 
typhoid, a commitle® spokes¬ 
man said. 

Rescuers reported that 
when they reached the town 
of Cru/' laguna, which had a 
population of 1,500. every 
house had been washed away 
by floods and not a single per- 
•son was to be found. 

The emergency committee 
said another 1,000 bodies were 
found in the coastal town of 
Ceiba, which ha^ been cut off 
for three days. 

IJeut. Ignacio Acosta, of the 
emergency committee, said at 
least 75 per cent of the house.t 
and 90 per cent of the roads in 
the hai^-hit northwest region 
were under flood waters. 

Acosta said banana planta¬ 
tions were ”100 per cent de¬ 
stroyed” in the states of Af- 
lantida, Yoro, (3olon, and 
Cortes, where American- 
owned companies of United 
Brands and Standard Fruit 
have ma.jor holdings. 

U.S. Ambassador Phillip 
Sanchez flew over the strick¬ 
en area for six hours Satur¬ 
day and-reported all large ag¬ 
ricultural valleys under water 
and “crof»» 90 to 100 per cent 
ruined.” He said he saw 
bf»dies floating in fkxxi waters 
and survivors clinging to 
trees and homes surrounded 
by water.

Governments are clinging 
to the hofie that the trends 
pushing the world toward a 
l9S0s judgment day just can¬ 
not continue that the Arabs 


w'ill see the destjuction to 
themselves of bankrupting the 
West, or that power Woes will 
shift and relieve the presently 
horren(l(Xjs pressuie. 

What’s hap()ening is both 
terrifyingly simple and incre¬ 
dibly complicated. But it boils 
down to one brutal pnediction 
from the world bank. The

“If the employees choose to use the vehi¬ 
cle of the union to their advantage and par¬ 
ticipate fully in the affairs of the tinion, they 
ran only benefit.” 

What has happened to the Human Rights 
Art?

“As water recedes and res¬ 
cue brigades are able to get 
to the most hard-Wl areas, we 
would not be surprised If the 
figure increased,” said Col 
Eduardo Andlno, emergency 
committee coordinator.

As for further price in¬ 
creases to U.S. gas distribu¬ 
tors, the premier said the fed¬ 
eral government had elimin¬ 
ated that need for the time 
being. 

“We are very happy with 
the price increase to $1 per 
thousand cubic feet,” Baurett 
said. "We would have taken 
the price Fjp to 99 cents but 
the federal government saved 
us the trodble and we got an 
extra cent to boot.” • 

Betore the federal increase, 
B.C. was selling gas to the 
U.S. at 61 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. When the NDP 
took office two years ago, the 
border delivery price was 35 
cents per thousand. 

During their formal 
speeches on the final day of 
the three-day symposium, nei¬ 
ther the premier or governor 
came through with any ex¬ 
traordinary announcements. 

Barrett, who spoke first, 
waxed philosophical over old 
themes, warning that indis¬ 
criminate use of non-renewa- 
hle resources woFild only lead 
to disaster. 

T am deeply concerned 
about the lifestyle we have.” 
Barrett said. “Unless we 
change, unless people change, 
we are just mouthing plati¬ 
tudes.

The situation, says West Ger- 
man , Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, “wall inevitably lead 
to great strains on our domes¬ 
tic political structures.” 

ISo reversals 

dorf comoents: "Nowbere in 
“The most imminent politi¬ 
cal danger for our nations is 
not so much in the military 
field, it is in the economic, the 
financial, and the monetary 
fields.” 

David Rockefeller, the pres¬ 
ident of Chase Manhattan 
Bank, agrees. If oil prices 
stay hiojh — they show no 
signs of drastic reversals — 
and there are continued defi¬ 
cits, "I can see no way to 
clear it up,” he confesses. 

“Inflation, slower economic 
growth, and other changes 
have made it increasipgly dif¬ 
ficult for democratic govern¬ 
ments to take the measures 
necessary to correct the eco¬ 
nomic problems they face.” 

Other raw materials and 
foodstuff* have followed in 
oil’s w'ake. There is already a 
pasta shortage in Italy, a 
sugar crisi* in Britain. 

Extremism buds 

Political outoixippin^ of e.\- 
tremism are also beginning to 
show. The neo-fascists in Italy 
appear to be winning more re¬ 
spectable support a* the dem¬ 
ocratic parties prove increas¬ 
ingly incompetent to solve the 
economic crisis. In Britain, 
often thought of as the most 
stable democracy in the 
world, two well-known old sol¬ 
diers have created uproars 
with their plans for a citizen’* 
militia to break the strangle¬ 
hold they see the trade unions 
exercising over the country. 

Such alarums are at least 
premature. But talks of an¬ 
other Great Depression with 
all its social and political con¬ 
sequence* is becoming more 
open. 

EJmi'le van Lennep. the sec¬ 
retary-general of tiie OECD, 
put it ^8 way recently; The 
>ndu»lra]32ed nations, he said, 
are in a “critical period of 
transition which could easily 
lead to a chalin reaction euch 
a.s occurred with such disas- 
tro* result* in the 1930s.” 

Reforms shelved 

.Mready. the crisi* ha* 
caused Europeans to shorten 
their vision of the future. The 
much ballyhooed plans for full 
economic and monetary union 
in the common market by 
1980 have been yabandoned. 
Effort* to re-establish stable 
relatiqnshiniT among the

quietly shelved and forgotten. 

There is also a security 
problem, and some see the 
wrhole post-war balance of 
power as endangered. Hol¬ 
land, Britain, and Denmark 
all want to cut defence spend¬ 
ing in frying to balance their 
budgets. 

“Our security is now threat¬ 
ened by inflation, short-sight¬ 
edness. and weakness in the 
leadership of European gov¬ 
ernments.” says Manfred 
Woerner, the defence expert 
of the opposition Christian 
Democratic Union in West 
Germany. 

Even in West Germany, de¬ 
fence spending is going down 
in relatiofr to the GNP, and 
Woerner says “it is a small 
compensation to be one-eyed 
in the kingdom of the 
blind.” 

Finlandization 

That much-abused word 
PTnlandization. or the falling 
apart of Europe to the benefit 
of the Soviet Union, wW used 
by Thierry de MontbriAl, an 
economics professor at the 
Ecole Polytechnique and head 
of the French foreign 
ministry’s Centre for Analysis 
and "FYirecasts. 

He sees the first signs of a 
loss of all control over the in¬ 
ternational economic system. 

The risk, as he sees it, is 
that the industrial nations will 
relapse into savage competi¬ 
tion in the export market to 
save their own economies. 
“But where will they ex¬ 
port?” he asks. “The Arabs 
cannot absorb it all.” 

He is echoed by Swiss bank¬ 
er Long. "The present Inter¬ 
national ec<Miormc situation 
carries risks ‘that some coun¬ 
tries may be tempted to re¬ 
sort to restrictive measures 
on trade flows which could 
easily escalate,” he says. It is 
of "utmoet importance” that 
miiltilatenal trade negotia¬ 
tions start soon. 

Won^t go away 

The enormity of the prob¬ 
lem is enough to encourage 
governments to ignore it. as if 
if would go away all by it.self. 
Thus both France and Den¬ 
mark. just to mention two. 
are setting their immediate 
sights on liquidating their 
non-oil balance-of-payments 
deficits. Others, like Long at 
GATT, focus on potential side 
manifestations such as the 
danger of a trade war devel¬ 


oping ouTo^ the blight threat¬ 
ening everyone. 

All this is laudable. But the 
oil payments problem won’t 
just go away. The billions will 
keep on pdl^ up where they 
can least be used: in the ac¬ 
counts of the <idl-producing 
states. 

“No one at the top, or very 
few anyway, appear con¬ 
vinced of the gravity of the 
problem,” .says Thierry de 
Montbnal. “They’re playing 
politics with it, and are not 
even convinced by the ba- 
lance-of-^yment statistics." 

Talk of solutions tends to 
run to measures which only 
postpone the day of reckon¬ 
ing. Former U.S. Treasury 
Secretary George Shultz has 
suggested some form of Arab 
investment organization, sort 
of an Arab mutual fund com¬ 
plex, to dbarmel Arab money 
hack into Western industry. 
There has been little visible 
reaction. 

Deferred payments 

Walter Levy, the American 
oil economist, proposed a sys¬ 
tem of deferred payments to 
the oil producers. Similarly, 
Britain’s weekly Economist 
suggested paying off the 
Arabs with oil bonds, redeem¬ 
able when the North Sea oil 
comes on stream in the 1980s. 

The expert* cannot agree 
among themselves. “The 
world will adjust to the new 
oil prices in a few years’ 
time,” an OECD executive 
said. But Karl-Otto Poehl, 
under-secretary in West Ger- 
many’s finance ministry 
counters: “There’s no solution 
in simply financing the defi¬ 
cit.” 

It is, adnpttedly, a relative¬ 
ly short-term problem. By the 
time the 21*t Century arrives, 
today’s oil giants will have 
largely depleted their re¬ 
serves and will be forced to 
live off the dividends from 
their investments or whatever 
industrialization they succeed 
in generating at home. 

But much can happen be¬ 
fore that time arrives. “We 
have to examine csir political 
and economic institutions 
ver>’ carefully and see what 
can be done to strengthen 
fhem," says David Rocke¬ 
feller. 

For politicians like Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson of Bri¬ 


tain, the time is now. With the 
economy riddled by deficit* 
and a 20 per cent inflation 
rate, he has be«n forced polit¬ 
ically to reject the faditter med¬ 
icine the experts prescribe: 
deflation and greater unem¬ 
ployment. You don’t win elec¬ 
tions that way. 

Hopelessness 

The problem is not unique 
to Britain. “The outlook at 
present is very dark,” aey* 
Ottmar Emminger. a gover¬ 
nor of the West German cen¬ 
tral bank. 

But is there any way out? 
There i* a strong sense of res¬ 
ignation, even hopelessness, 
in higher councils in fXirope. 

“The greater part of the 
swing towards large current 
account deficits resulting 
from higher oil prices has, for 
the moment, to be accepted,” 
says Sir Douglas Allen, chair¬ 
man of the economic policy 
committee of the OECD. 

The Arabs have to invest 
their money somewhere.^ A 
Persian as chaimian of 
KiMpp'a steel <wiorks is al¬ 
ready a good possibility. 

And an Arab sheikh taking 
over at General Motors? 

The idea, says Denmark’s 
Toihil Kristensen, is “intrigu¬ 
ing.”

U.S. forecast gloomy 


Sleek bird 
lifts hopes 

of 3 nations

MANCHING, West Ger¬ 
many — After a remarkably 
short run,/ a sleek red knd 
silver bird lifted off a Luft- 
Avaffe runwiay here Saturday 
and zoomed into the blue Ba¬ 
varian sky. 

With it rode the hopes of 
three ma.)or Western nations 
for their future in the field of 
military aviation. 

The new plane, awkwardly 
described as the Multi-Role 
Combat Aircraft, or simply 
MRCA for short, w’as making 
its long-awaited first public 
flight. Three nations West 
Germany, Great Britain and 
Italy — have combined their 
technological and aviation re¬ 
sources to produce the proto¬ 
type which went through 
some of its paces here before 
several thousand spectators 
from live three governments, 
the ranks of industry, the mil¬ 
itary and journalists. 

The aircraft is an unusual 
effort to produce one model 
which can fulfil sbe different 
combat roles, ranging from 
low-level attack to high-alti- 
tude missions. The three na¬ 
tions plan to order more than 
300 of the aircraft if it lives 
up to its advance billing and 
does not price itself out of the 
highly competitive interna¬ 
tional market. 

Hopes that it can do the 
jobs rest largely on the air¬ 
craft’s variable geometry 
wing, which iUUy ejotended 
gives it a short take-off and 
landing capability and which, 
flush back at d 25-degree 
aaigle to the fusedage, gives it 
a top speed in excess twice 
the speed of sound, or mach 
two. One official here said it 
had already exceeded mach 
2.5. 

The MRCA made its public 
debut at a time of heightened 
competition for the combat 
aircraft market of the 1980s. 
Four NATO nations Hol¬ 
land. Belgium. Denmark and 
Norvcay ’ - are at present 
looking for a replacement for 
their aging fi.ghter aircraft. 


Russian 
artists 
get show 

MOSCX>W (UPI) - In a sur¬ 
prising about face. Soviet 
authorities have agreed to 
allow a group of artists to 
hold an open air abstract art 
c.xhibit in Moscow. 

A week ago police and 
thugs backed by bulldozers 
and water trucks smashed 
into a crowd of men^ women 
and children to smash an ab¬ 
stract show on a suburban 
patch of wasteland. 

A number of artists were 
arrested and their canvases 
ripped from die frames. 

Nadezhda Elskaya, 28, one 
of four artists arrested during 
the fracas, said that officials 
agreed to set aside a suitable 
site in a Moscow pailc Serd. 
28.' 

She said Vladimir Shkodin, 
head of the city's cultural de¬ 
partment. received a delega¬ 
tion of artists Friday and 
gave his word they can hold 
the e.xhibition. 

Most of the artists connect¬ 
ed with the exhibition are not 
members of the official artists 
union, which arranges most 
exhibitions. 


But they are not looking at 
the MRCA. There is an uncer¬ 
tainty about price escalations 
and some doubt that it will 
perform any of its mirttiple 
functions well enough. 

The West German defence 
ministry has come up with a 
current price of $8.5 million 
per plane. But this is decep¬ 
tive. since the price does not 
include the weapons systems, 
back up parts, or - as the 
ministry quaintly put it - 
"sale^tax or customs duties.” 

It also does not include un¬ 
anticipated cost increases due 
to inflationary factors. 

"There arc many airplanes 
on tlie market, but none • 
which answers our require¬ 
ments like the MRCA," said 
West German defence min¬ 
ister Georg Leber. But none 
of the three governments is 
committed to series produc¬ 
tion of the aircraft yet, and as 
Leber said, "This decision is 
politically open.” 


, WA.SHINGTON (UPI)

Deadline approaching 


A LL THE EXPRESSIONS of confidence and op- 
^ timism from Washington notwithstanding, the 
people of this globe should not allow their hopes 
to build on expectations Of any real achievement 
at the i^umed negotiations at Geneva aiimed at a 
strategic arms Hmitaiion agreement. 

On the (j)ntr«UT, the liteiahy (tefenceless 
populations everywhei^ aie likely to find them¬ 
selves exposed to greatei* capacity of over-kill than 
ever before by the time the representatives of the 
United States and the Soviet Union complete their 
exendise. 

Since the first strategic aims limitations were 
set in 1972 — and there was nothing in them leally 
to leassure frightened people — the pace of the 
nuclear arms race, if that is an acceptable descrip¬ 
tion of the ci’ozy scramble, has quickened. 

India has expiqded a first nuclear device and 
all five charter members of the nuclear club — 
France, China, Britain, the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union — for the first time since 1965 tested their 
terrible weapons: the French and Chinese in 
atmospheie, the Russians, Americans and British 
undei'ground. 

France and the United States sold nuclear 
reactoms to Iran. 

And ex-praident Richaid Nixon, in pui^t of 
his dream of diplomatic immoitality, offered nu- 
cleai' reaotxJTS to Israel and Egypt : a proposal 
viewed by many as tantamount to thiTrating. the 
means of annihilation into the hands of sworn 
enemies. 


The fact is, however, that both these flt^quent 
belligei’ents almost certainly have the capacity to 
arm themselves with nuclear weapons if they Irave 
not done so secretly already. 

The Moscow summit agreement which set a 
150-kiloton threshold for underground tests is 
viewed as a ^mockery” by the mc«thly Bulletin of 
the Atomic SfeienHists because it is ten times greater 
than the Hiroshima missile and larger than almost 
all tests of i^ecent years. 

“The inability to reach agreement on limi¬ 
tation of strategic nudear weapons,” says the 
Bulletin, “virtually guarantees a new, major in¬ 
crease on the already astronomical level of over¬ 
kill available to the super-powers. 

“A new cycle in the arms race is about to 
begin,” it says, in construction of multiple inde¬ 
pendently targrted re-entry vehicles (MIRVs) in 
the Soviet Union, manoeuverable nuclear warheads 
(MARVs) in the United States, and nudear armed, 
and lin the case of submarines, nuclear-powered, 
air and sea carriers. 

And here is a cuddly thought to take to t)ed. 
Dr. Henry Kissinger, in spite of a cautiously 
optimistic approach to the SALT talks, warns that 
the participants in the Geneva meeting have about 
18 months in which to find a formula ^ acceptable 
restraints. 

Aftei’ that technological developments win 
have accelerated to such a pace as to be uncon¬ 
trollable. 

The consequences to humanity are not diffi¬ 
cult to predict in such dismal circumstances. 


Looking beyond 


•y^E EINEIRGY CRISIS may appear to have 
^ peaked and is now simmering down. But 
don’t you believe St. 'Hiat’s the advice of Dr. M. 
King Hubbert of the U.S. Geological Survey who 
says it hasn’t even begun. 

A research geophysicist who has long been 
looking to the sun to supply the world’s energy 
needs. Dr. Hubbert has been talking about the 
defAedon of oil, gas and coal icserves for yeai’s. On 
a broad, historical time-scale he believes “the fossil 
fuel epoch can only be a transitory and ephemeral 
event.” 

And he is getting the message across. The U.S. 
Senate has just approved the spending of $1(X) 
million to'step up solar research and development 
of ways to turn the heat of the sun into usable 
foims of energy on earth. 

Much has been done ali’eady in this direction, 
more perhaps than most Canadians realized until 
Dr. Hubbert dealt with it at length in a keynote 
address to the lOth Commonwealth Mining and 
Metallurgical CJongress in Ottawa at the beginning 
of the month. 

He puts down nuclear energy as an alternartiive 
to the use of fossil fuels “to keep the wheels turn¬ 
ing” because of the dangers of radioactive waste 
leakages.. And he points to the threat, too, of a pro¬ 
liferation of nuclear powei' plants making atomic 
bomb devices more accessible to terrorists which, 
he feels, is more deadly than the environmental 
danger. --

Solar energy must be the next “event”, to the 
fossil fuel “epoch” he says, pointing fo the strides 
that have been made already towards harnessing 
the sun’s rays. 

^ Research indicates that electricity can be pro¬ 
duct on a large scale from the sun for about the 
same cost as electricity now generated in steam 
plants. And what’s more. Dr. Hubbert advises, the 
indication is that solar radiation over a smOU frac¬ 
tion of the desert areas of the world could supply 
all of the prospective global power needs indefi¬ 
nitely. , / 

No wonder there is a growing numbei’ of “sun 
worshippers” aJtht^h not everyone is taking Dr. 
Hubbert’s “preaching” to heart. 

Next week, at Detroit, representatives of some 
70 nations will be gathering at the 50th anniversa¬ 
ry meeting of the World Energy Oonference which 
is billed as “one of the most sign^icant forums of 
this century.” But solar energy is not listed, as a 
topic for discussion. 

Absent from the guest list, too, are proponents 
like Dr. Hubbert, of a re-ordering of energy priori¬ 
ties with emphasis on new energy resources. 

The main participants are the old fossil-fuel 
boosters, apparently, whose “most significant 
forum” will concentrate on better utilization of 
existing energy reserves. 

This is important, of course, but it would seem 
reasonable to expect that a World Energy Ck)nfer- 
ence wxmld also look beyond what Dr. Hubberi 
describes as “a transitory and ephemeral event.” 


British politicians have one

there is. Mf. WiLson left no 
doubt that if Labor won, the 
strike would iie settled quick¬ 
ly.

'The Conservatives’ Indus¬ 
trial Relations Act, passed in 
1971, was fought by many 
unions - especially the engi¬ 
neers - and it soured indus¬ 
trial relations to the ix)int 
where even some employers 
were calling for its repeal. 

I..abor did away with the act 
after taking office in Febru¬ 
ary. and swore it wi>uld n d 
introduce a substitutf. Given 
the character of Michael 
Foot, the l,:^bo^ F^mployment 
.Secretary and ^arling of 
many in the union movement, 
no Lalx)r govemmerft in the 
h>reaeeable future would dare 
go Uiok on this pledge. 

Inflation ami the unions will 
be major issues in the elec¬ 
tion. taking up much of most 
campaigners’ time. But, as in 
February, twro other questions 
will be debated hotly: the 
European Common Market 
and law-and-order. 

At Brighton the unions reaf¬ 
firmed their oppostion to the 
Common Market, so I.alxir 
candidates can make good use 
of the party’s promise to let 
the electorate decide, at a 
general election or hy a refer¬ 
endum, whether the country 
should remain in Euroin*.

The Conservatives will

'The blue jays came all fall 
to the giant pecan tree that 
shelters my study, sweeping 
in from three woodlands, one 
to the east, one to the north, 
and another to the west, 
“zeroing in]’ on a target of 
bountiful harvest. 

From eight to 10 of the 
birds at a time worked from 
the topmost branches during 
the earlier phases of the sea¬ 
son. Then, as the , harvest 
progressed, the .jays came 
lower and lower, seizing those 
pecans left on the lower 
boughs, still out of reach of 
man. 


Two autumns ago I was like 
“the king counting out his 
money,’’ only I was a con- 
tryman counting pecans from 
the century-old tree. I gath¬ 
ered more than 10,000 pecans 
from that one tree alone! Last 
year, the supply was smaller. 
I did not bother to tabulate. 
This fall the crop has been 
more bountiful once more, but 
at the same time I have given 
up my role as the “counting’' 
king. 

Blue jays were so numerous 
and so busily engaged with 
their work my own gathering 
was more restricted than I 
would have liked. I could 
gather only those pecans that 
fell to the ground, some 
through the normal process of 
ripening, some dropped from 
a jay’s beak, and still others 
released by frost and freeze, 
and by keen autumn winds. 
Nonetheless, my own harvest 
has been ample.

Translation costs 


From Winnipeg Free Tress 

The cost of operating a 
country in two languages ik 
evident in the increase de¬ 
manded by the consolidated 
translation services, which 
now operate under the secre¬ 
tary of state. This branch of 
government is advertising for 
100 new employees, and the 
advertisements say “apply 
immediately.” 

The pay ranges from $7,440 
a year to $18,229. Since 1969, 
the budget for the translation 
section has risen from $4.9 
million, and to more than 
$26.6 milli<xi, and the number 
of people employed by nearly 
300 since last March, to a 
total of 1,682.^ Part of the 
growth can be* attributed to 


laws passed since 1969, which 
require every document ta¬ 
bled in the House of Commons 
to be available in both French 
and English. 

In addition to the budget of 
the translation services, 
translation in other govern¬ 
ment departments is expected 
to cost more than $2 million 
this year, as against $813,000 
in 1968. It would seem time to 
question whether every de-. 
partmental report, every poli¬ 
cy study, every revision of 
telephone directories (now 
published four times a year in 
Ottawa) need be made avail¬ 
able simultaneously in both 
languages. Desirable, to be 
certain — but at some point 
the costs involved must have 
some bearing on the necessity.

$100 million error: silence political ploy? 


General played to win 

Haig did 
dirty work 
willingly

Coming In tho wake of tho bungled pardon, the nomination 
of Gen. Aiexander Haig, the White House chief of staff, to be 
commander of NATO, poses serious problems. For circum¬ 
stantial e\idence connects Haig with a mountain of dirty work 
— Including a doctored White House memo served up to the 
congressional Impeachment Inquiry.

Premier Barrett, cherubic leader of the NDP. quietly 
sipped his coffee in the corridor outside the cabinet room. 

As always he had a joke for the reporters, a story, and a 
wide grin. The story this particular morning, and the expla¬ 
nation for the coffee cup and saucer, was that he had just 
had his tetanus shots in preparation for his November visit to 
China. 

The reporters obviously wanted to talk to him a little 
more about the $100 million txjbble made in the department 
of human resources. Barrett preferred tetanus shots and the 
story of the nurse with the needle. 

Either he has a logical explanation for the missing $100 
million; an excuse he knows >»dll be unassailable; or he ju^ 
doesn’t think a $100 million bookkeeping error is too impoi^ 
tant. 

★ ★ ★ 

It has become the Barrett trademark to be nonchalant 
when things go badly. It’s a nonchalance that might ride well 
under other circumstances. It’s a nonchalance that rides 
badly when, as minister of finance, the premier can't see , 
anything too drastically wrong with the announcement that 
welfare costs this year will be $100 million higher than bud¬ 
geted. 

And like some other people around the Legislative Build¬ 
ings, I’m betting that when the washing finally goes on the 
line we shall find that $100 million was a minimum figure. 

The story is worth repeating here because a few weeks 
ago when asked when the fall session of the Legislature 
would be held the premier said he was working on the dates, 
but that there were difficulties. 

★ ★ ★ 

Social Credit was holding a policy session (Sept. 23-241 at 
Harrison, the Liberals were meeting later in the year and the 
Consen'atives were also planning annual meetings. 


But President Ford — and 
this is a principal lesson of 
tlie pardon — is not in a good 
position to deal with the Nix- 
onlte old guard. So it is essen¬ 
tial that Haig be subjected to 
thoroughgoing congressional 
scrutiny befwe being allowed 
to resume military duties. 


Haig’s overall difficulty is 
best ejq)re8sed by Haig him¬ 
self. 

Acoonling to the Wall Street 
Journal, he told an interview¬ 
er that "it’s only a soldier 
who can respect and admire a 
]i«>lrtician.** Politics, he said, 
is "a field where a man lays 
everything on the line to win 
or lose . . . When one doesn't 
win, the results are fatal." 

It is hard to think of a more 
wrongheaded notion. The 
quintessential genius of de¬ 
mocracy, the basic premUe of 
representative government, is 
That it is not fatal to lose. 

Those who go down don’t 
get wiped out. On the con¬ 
trary, they live to fi^t and 
even to wdn — another dfiy. 
That’s what elections are 
about. 


But Haig, for all the half- 
baked talk about being a sol¬ 
dier-statesman. doesn’t under¬ 
stand that. He is a bureau¬ 
cratic general —a highly ef¬ 
fective pusher of buttons on 
behalf ofliis boss. 

If the boss plays a clean 
game, then Haig will play 
clean. But if the boss plays a 
dirty game. Haig will play 
dirty. 

It is not exactly a secret 
that the Nixon White House 
played an exceptionally dirty 
game. Nor that Haig played 
the game with zest and skill 
in a way which brought hqm 
rapid promotion. Nor that he 
was involved in a suspicious 
number of smelly transac¬ 
tions. 


As deputy to Henry Kis¬ 
singer at the National Securi¬ 
ty Council, he managed the 
wiretap program. As White 
House chief of staff, in 1973 
and 1974, he presided over the 
Watergate cover-up. 

Tliat is how he happened to 
be in a position — a totally in¬ 
appropriate position for a mil¬ 
itary man—to make the final 
arrangements for Nixon’s res¬ 
ignation. 

But while the general out¬ 
lines of Haig’s operatkms are 
known, the details are obs¬ 
cure and full of qiuestion 
marks.

Acceptance of black Mozambique matter of economics 

South Africa cfenges its attitude

The amazing grace with 
which white-ruled South Afri¬ 
ca has so far accepted the 
emerging black government 
. in neighboring Mozambique 
indicates the power of head 


over heart in matters of eco¬ 
nomics. 

In a move that appears far¬ 
sighted, Prime Minister John 
Vorster has shown some 
warmth towards Frelimo, 
once branded a bunch of mur¬ 
dering terrorists, as Frelimo 
prepares to take over the 
former Portuguese colony on 


South Africa’s northeastern 
border. / 

Even more. South Africa 
has rather pointedly hinted to 
white-dominated Rhodesia 
that it, too, might be wise to 
adopt a more amenable 
stance as black-majority rule 
spreads relentlessly down the 
African continent. 


Opinion polls point 
to victory for Wilson 


Then there is the strange 
episode of the rioctwed But¬ 
terfield memo. When wiretaps 
picked up the information that 
Clark Clifford, a leading Dem¬ 
ocratic adviser, was prepar¬ 
ing an article critical of Nix¬ 
on’s Vietnam policy in 1970, 
Jeb Magruder of the White 
House staff was detailed to 
prepare a response.

Butterfield spoke of organiz¬ 
ing a "counterattack," and 
said — in a memoraidum to 
Magruder — "A1 Haig can get 
you squared away on at least 
a preliminary scheme." 


Renter, from London 

The tide apptgared to be moving in favor 
of Prime Minister Harold Wilson at the start 
of Britain’s second election campaign in 
seven months. 

Unemployment in Britain dropped for the 
first time in three months, and public opinion 
polls and bookmakers’ betting odds were 
pointing to a victory by Wilson’s Labor parly 
in the Oct. 10 election. 

But the campaign is in its early days. 
Millions o< people ere beheved still uncertain 
which way to vote and Britain still faces 
serious economic difficulties. 

'The employment department reported 
Thursday a drop in unemployment of 8,895 to 
682,608 in mid-September and said there arc 
4,470 more unfiU^ jobs available. The Labor 
party may therefore claim that budget mea¬ 
sures taken last July are beginning to nudge 
the economy out of its slump, despite infla¬ 
tion. 

A hopeful sign that inflation might be eas¬ 
ing slightly came Wednesday in an unofficial 


leak of the retail price index for August, 
predicting a drop of one-fifth of one per cent 
— the first decrease in four years. 'Ibis 
would signal a slowdown of die annual infla¬ 
tion rate from 17.1 to 16.5 per cent. 

Public opinion polls seemed to reflect sup¬ 
port for Wilson, who declared that his gov¬ 
ernment — in the minority since the last in¬ 
decisive election Feb. 28 — is experienced 
and determined to lead Britain to economic 
success. 

A gallup poll in the Daily Telegraph gave 
I^bor an eight-per-cent lead over the opposi¬ 
tion Conservatives, with 20.5 per cent support 
for the Liberals, the third major party. Lead¬ 
ing bookmakers report Labor as firm favor¬ 
ites to win the most seats. 

Meanwhile, the British Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration and the Independent Television net¬ 
work both planned reduced coverage of the 
campaign with research showing viewers are 
bored with too much election news so soon 
after the February poll. Normal programs 
will suffer less disruption. 


But the situation is more 
difficult for Rhodesia — it 
does not have the economic 
leverage South Africa can use 
in balancing its relationship 
with Frelimo, which takes 
over complete power next 
June. 


Equally remarkable in the 
new equation that developed 
when Portugal agreed to hand 
over Mozambique to the 
rtalzLjtvalisits is the attitude of 
Frelimo leaders. 

Although there remains 
enormous pressure witWn 
Frelimo to break completely 
with their natural white ene¬ 
mies in South Africa and Rho¬ 
desia, influential leaders 
such as Joanquim Chissano 
take a far more conciliatory 
line. And with good reason. 

Mozambique’s tourist in¬ 
dustry relies inescapably on 
South Africans; its ports han¬ 
dle goods for South Africa’s 
interior and 150,0(X) Mozambi¬ 
que men are migrant workers 
in South African mines. 


Njw Mozambique likely 
will extract greater fees for 
its ports and migrant labor 
but observers suggest the 
.SxXJth Africa government 
will find this a fair price for 
peace and stability on its 
border. 

Without friendly relations. 
Mozambique would no doubt 
soon become a haven for anti¬ 
white terrorists striking into 
South Africa. 

The situation suggests to 
some observers that the peali- 
ty of clymge on the continent 


finally has been absorbed by 
white South Africans. 

But in the case of Rhodesia 
the situation is far different. 
Earnings through trade are 
comparatively light while Mo¬ 
zambique is strategically situ¬ 
ated to cause untold hardship 
for the white government 
landlocked next door. 


lYelimo units have 'effec¬ 
tively cut the railway line 
from Salisbury fhroingh Mo¬ 
zambique to the Indian 
Ocean. This line carried 1.5 
million tons of Rhodesian 
goods a year, mostly in de¬ 
fiance of the United Nations 
resolution prohibiting such 
trade in retaliation for Rhode¬ 
sia’s unilateral declaration of 
independence from Britain in 
1965.

have cut Rhodesia’s sanction- 
breaking ti;iadc through Mo- 
zambique by an estimated 50 
per cent. 

.\nd obser\'ers suggest it is 
but a foretaste of far worse 
things to come after the na¬ 
tionalists take over in June 
unless Rhodesia moves to a 
more friendly attitude toward 
its new neighbor.

toms of schizophrenic dis¬ 
orders. 

The research team located, 
interviewed and tested off¬ 
spring of these patients who 
had been placed for adoption 
as infants. The study found 
definite evidence of schi¬ 
zophrenia among these chil¬ 
dren —,evcn if they had been 
reared by normal parents. 

The study then looked at 30 
children who had normal nat¬ 
ural parents but who had 
been reared by schizophrenic 
adoptive parents. The results 
.showed that those , children 
were no more psychologically 
ill than children whos^ natu¬ 
ral and adoptive parents were 
psychologically healthy. 

The results remained the 
same when the team studied 
adults, both schirophrenic 
and normal, who had been 
adopted as children.

BOND WEEK 

Canada issue helps 


The Canadian Oinstructiop 
Xsiiociation is already on 
record as being ready, willing 
and aUe to be fully otinyerted 
to metric standards by early 
in 1977. Therefore, it may 
come as a bit of a shock to its 
members to know that by that 
riate there’s a good chance 
that one of their principal 
building materials will still be 
supplied in inches, feet and 
yai^. 

The Canadian forest in¬ 
dustry has something a bit 
Jess urgent in mind for its 
conversion target r— 1979. The 
two-year gap will probably re¬ 
sult in a saw-off (you'll par¬ 
don the pun) of 1978. 

The timing problem is a 
major one. That was admitted 
Friday by Rob Keen of Otta¬ 
wa, coKjrdinator of metric 
conversion for the Canadian 
Forestry Service, when he 
spoke to a group of govern¬ 
ment and indusby personnel 
at the Pacific Forest Re¬ 
search Centre in Saanich. 

When the cortstruction and 
forestry association aims will 
eventually coincide is up to 
the federal Melric Commis¬ 
sion to settle. Keen said 
in an interview that followed. 

Hrtwever, Keen said the de¬ 
cision will be forced upon the 
industry by tlie activity in the 
principal markei for Canadi- 
nn lumber US. builders. 

What is happening tkw. he 
said, is that steering commit¬ 
tees such as the one he repre¬ 
sents, ere going through all 
the preliminaries of imple¬ 
menting the change. 

The changes are many and 
varied. For instance, provin¬ 
cial forestry people wiU have 
to redraw resource maps with 
metric distances and to keep 
the scale in proper perspec- 


TORO.NTO iCP) — Prices 
on the Canadian bond market 
were generally higher in fair¬ 
ly light trading this week.

tive, even the sheets of paper 
they’re printed on will have to 
be altei^. 

Another change has oc¬ 
curred in inventory where the 
industry will adopt the univer¬ 
sal height of 1.3 metres from 
ground level (or about 2'4 
inches lower than the current 
4*/^ feet) when calculating 
amounts of standing timber. 

Sawmill machinery will 
have to be converted to met¬ 
ric dimensions. Some compa¬ 
nies are already getting ready 
for the switch.

Keen warned his audience 
that the industry should be 
aware that if it isn’t ready to 
provide lumber of the proper 
dimensions, builders can use 
other materials. It has been a 
concern of some sectors of the 
luntoer industry that steel¬ 
makers are now able to sup¬ 
ply studs for walls at a com¬ 
petitive price. 

Both Keen and Terence 
Honer, manager resources 
program at the research 
centre, said that the steering 
committee for forestry con¬ 
version was the only one to 
have all provinces and terri¬ 
tories represented on it. as 
well as industry associations. 

"lliis is because almost ail 
(f the timber cut in Canaxla is 
on crown land and is con¬ 
trolled by provincial govern¬ 
ments.” Keen said. 

There are three principal 
working groups. Km ex¬ 
plained : research, inventory 
and mapping, and primary 
wood pro^t meaam^ (or 
scaling). 

He said that the research 


group will see that all publi¬ 
cations relating to the subject 
will be printed using metric 


terms, with the English mea¬ 
sure equivalents only when 
necessary.

“Entering Kootenai nation. 
Toll 10 cents." Payment was 
strictly voluntary and the flow 
of traffic was not disrupted. 

In Montana, pobce reporied 
Kootenais had established a 
similar information and toll 
staitiiion el«ig Highway 2 Sat¬ 
urday. Traffic was not 
disrupted there either. 

McClure and Symms 
emerged after a 30-minute 
closed session with the In¬ 
dians end said they would 
work, to open direct com¬ 
munications between the 67- 
member tribe and the BIA.

The fish you eat 


Dangerous bacteria downstream from hatcheries 

could be counteracted through vitamin C therapy

You are what you eat, nutri¬ 
tionists tell us — and that 
goes double if you’re a fish. 

And researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria are well on 
their way to showii^ the rc- 
vei*se side of the coin as well 
- a fish is what it doesn't 
ear. 

Which means that lack of 
vitamin C shows iqi in an 
enormous growth of bacteria 
in the intestines of salmon 
something w’hirh could be a 
matter of concern to |»eojj|e 
Ijving downstream from a fish 
hatchery or fish farm. 

The research pn^ject into 
the life and limes of .salmon 
and rainbow trout has been 
running within the ba<leriol- 
ogy and biochemistry depart¬ 
ment under Dr. Alex Wocxi for 
about six years. 

It is a practical aspect to 
the main aim of the depart¬ 
ment in education and train¬ 
ing students. 

The eventual hope, says 
Wood, is that fish farming can 
become an economic success 
and that hatchery operators 
can be aided in their w-oi*k. 

While Wood concentrates on 
the nutrition of fish, his assis¬ 
tants. Dr. Trevor Trust and 
Dr. Tom Buckley, are re¬ 
searching the bacteriology 
and biochemistry of tlie fish, 
which are raised in tanks 
in and out of the lab building. 

The world need for new 
food sources adds imi^etiLs to 
the studies. Wood |x>ints (Hit 
that while it lakes five to 
eight pounds of feed to make 
a [KHind of beef, three to four 
fKiunds of feed for one iwaind 
of pork, and two (XHinds of 
feed for one |)ound of inniltry 
meat, it takes only one {lound 
f>f feed for a fiound of fish. 


"What we have to do Is to 
get Uie cost of the lood down 
as low as the cost of poultry 
feed, and we’re starting to 
break thi-ough our problems,” 
said Wood. Fish f<x>d costs 
much more than poultry food. 

But the trio is most e.xcited • 
at present with tlie results of 
c.xperiments with vitamin C 
deficiency. 

This has been mainly in 
Tru.‘=t’s department, since he 
is studying bacteria in the 
egg.s. gills and intestinal tract 
of fish, to com}>are fi.sh fix>m 
the wild with those grown in 
tanks. 

In the cour.se of these tests. 
Trust examined fish with 
•symptoms of vitamin C defi¬ 
ciency curved spine and 
jxipped eyes and found a 
reiiTarkable difference in the 
bacteria present in their intes¬ 
tines. 

While there were few bacte¬ 
ria in the tract of fish with 
adequate vitamin C. there 
was an astronomical amount 
in those with a deficiency. 

Further experiments es¬ 
tablished that this difference 
exists even when there are no 
obvious symptoms of defi¬ 
ciency. 

All of which brings ,up the 
question of pollution of w-ater 
if large numbers of fish have 
a deficiency, and the extent to 
which such fish might pass 
di.sease on to people swim¬ 
ming in or drinking water 
downstream from a hatcher>’. 

The researchers now are 
investigating the necessity of 
feeding fish sterile ffxxl in 
order to protect peo|)le ad¬ 
jacent to a hatchery or fish 
farm. 

“We have found,” said 
W(xk 1. "that the fish fof»d we 


use at present comes from 
many different parts of the 
world, and each ingredient is 
likely to contain some micro¬ 
organism from the country of 
origin. 

”We want to find out to 
what extent these organisms 
live in the fish, both in the 
meat and the excretia. in 
order to protect people. 

“We have found bacteria in 
.some food that were potential¬ 
ly harmful to humans, and if 
you are going to subsequently 
consume fish, you don’t want 
them contaminated in this 
way,” says Trust. 

”A thing to consider, espe¬ 


cially with a hatchery, is that 
the water the fish live in has 
to go somewhere and, if you 
are dumping out something 
potentially harmful, there is a 
potential for harmful dis¬ 
ease.” 

This is where the interest 
lies in the vitamin C tests. 

At the moment, fish dis¬ 
eases are controlled mainly 
by adding antibiotics to ieed. 

But it has been established 
that the result of this is the 
formation of antibiotic-resis¬ 
tant bacteria. 

Obviously, use of antibiotics 
for fish in hatcheries or fish 
farms could add to the

Now' there is a possibility 
that adequate vitamin C could 
cut dow’n on bacteria in fish 
without the use of potentially 
harmful antibiotics. 

Buckley is experimenting 
with the effect of various 
products upon fish, and on the 
ability of fish to survive dif¬ 
fering conditions. 

He has found that changing 
the type of oil used in feed, 
say from soya to safflower or 
corn oil. substantially alters 
not only the flavor but the 
texture of the meal. 

Oil with a low melting tem¬ 
perature. for instance, will 
mean a fish with solid flesh. 

Buckley has established 
that there is no change in the 
constitution of fatty acids 
after the fish has digested 
them - if you feed soya oil 
then the fats in the fish are 
identical .with those in the 
soya oil. 

Since water temperatures 
change. Buckley thinks it es¬ 
sential to establish. the exact 
type of oil wdiich the fish 
needs in order to maintain 
health at various tempera¬ 
tures — and also how soon a 
diet should be changed in an¬ 
ticipation of changing condi¬ 
tions. 

This could result, for exam¬ 
ple, in a lower fish kill when 
hatchery fish are released 
into lakes or rivers at dif¬ 
ferent temperatures to those 
of the hatchery. 

And it could mean fish on 
the table from a fish farm 
with meat of the most desira¬ 
ble flavor and texture. 

Wood is working in the main 
on the composition of fish 
feed. 

He is mainly concerned 
about the importation of food 
ingredients from other coun¬ 
tries, with a consequent reli¬ 
ance upon the economy and 
farming conditions abroad. 

How much better it would 
be, and how much more eco¬ 
nomical. he argues, if all the 
ingredients could be produced 
in Canada — if, for instance, 
rapeseed oil or safflower oil 
could be substituted for soya 
oil. 

Most of the ingredients now 
used are costly imports. It is 
important that the cost of fish 
food be lowered if fish farm¬ 
ing is tQ become a viable in¬ 
dustry. 

“We are the three men in 
the province w'ho could defini¬ 
tely not be induced to go into 
fish farming.” Wood said, on 
account of the uneconomic 
cost of f(XXl. 

“However. that might 
change by the time we are 
through here.”

PNans had rcidicd that 
progress was being made but 
if wasn’t much good training 
workers if they didn’t have 
the equipment they needed.

"While it couldn’t be proven 
he hunted illegally, he cer¬ 
tainly used [xxir Judgment,” 
Hancock said in a tel^hone 
interviesv. 

He said the iioor judgment 
resulted from two incidents, 
one involving the shooting of 
two mountain sheep by Kwa¬ 
terowsky and the other a 
check by fisheries officers 
this summer. 

Hancock said that Kwa¬ 
terowsky wa.s in an area 
checking on moose when he, 
spotted one animal and fired. 
He thought he liad missed and 
fired again. 

”He was surprised when he 
walked up ... and saw he 
shot two instead of one.” 

The other incident was 
when Kwaterowsky, his wife 
and two friends were checked 
for fishing licences at a boat 
dock.

“Since Aug. 27, when Cal¬ 
gary postmaster A. M. Shred 
said mail delays were ’isolat¬ 
ed incidents’ the Herald has 
been flooded with peirorts of 
mail arriving late at homes 
and businesses. 

“In response to these re¬ 
ports, we tested the postal 
syslen to see»whether late 
mail deliveries are 'isolated 
incidents’ or' indications of 
serious problems within the 
jxisl office." 

The Herald exchanged a 
total of 44 pieces of parcels 
and letters with addresses in 
Vancouver, Edmonton, Win¬ 
nipeg, Ottawa, Halifax, Cal¬ 
gary and Vulcan, Alta. Half of 
the mail used the postal code 
and the other half didn’t. 

Ortly six items arrived on 
time. Delays in letters were 
up to five days, and in parcels 
up lo 10 days or more, as 
some parcels still were not 
received. Some uncoded items 
arrived before the coded ones. 

Bob Congdon. Calgary as¬ 
sistant postmaster, attributed 
the delays to “staff shortages 
and the change from a manu¬ 
al operation to a complex ma¬ 
chine operation.” 

Congdon said he was not 


surprised that sometimes A 
mail without the postal mde y 
arrived ahead of coded mail. |1 
“It is possible that the iin- , 
coded item went through our j 
system before tlie coded item.

In Victoria one is talking about house 
ornamentation, in wood or tin, that 
reached its height of popularity between 
1887 and 1896. 

*‘We were about 30 years behind the 
rest of North America and the British 
Isles,*’ says Martin Segger, 27, architec¬ 
tural historian with the University of 
Victoria, who has just written a book on 
Victoria's architecture. 

“Up to a couple of years ago we had 
more gingerbread left than any other 


\i' 

city on the West Coast north of San 
Francisco,” he continues. Since then, 
the wreckers have taken a heavy toll. 
The climate, too, has played havoc. 


Gingerbread was a status symbol in 
its day, like the colored glass in the win¬ 
dows of miners* cottage^. Some of it 
may have been manufactured in Vic¬ 
toria, Segger says, but some was also 
catalogue>ordered by the foot from 
California. 

Usually, this Victorian frippery was 
put together to suggest a definite style.

The project is the Acadian 
village, now being carved out 
of a three-mile-by-half-mile 
tract between Caraquet and 
Grande Anse in northwestern 
New Brunswick. 

It will be the second such 
village in New Brunswick. 
King’s I.anding near Fre¬ 
dericton was created to por¬ 
tray the life of early B^nglish- 
speaking settlers. Acadian 
Village will do the same for 
French-speaking settlers. 


David Webber, director of 
historical sites for tlie prov¬ 
ince, said there will be some 
similarities between-the two 
sites but lots of differences. 

Among the differences in 
life-styles that will be depict¬ 
ed are the smaller and 
simpler homes Acadians live 
in compared with the expan¬ 
sive residences of the English 
who settled around the St. 
John River valley. 

The Acadians made most of 
their furniture and uten.sils 
tJiemselves while the English 
tended to Import theirs from 
Englahd. 

A strong relij^ous influence 
was reflected in the Acadian 
homes and the sea has also 
left its mark. 


Acadian Village will depict 
diflerent eras in Acadian life 
in different areas of the prov¬ 
ince. Tlie Acadians settled 
mainly in eastern and 
northwestern New Brunswick. 

Its layout w'ill be a series of 
isolated devel(^ments separat¬ 
ed from each other by wxxxis 
rather than the continuous 
.settlement style at King’s 
landing. 

Webber said that Acadian j 
Village, when it opens in 1977, j 
will encompass 2,500 acres. 1 
There will be 11 major build- j 
ing clustei-s.

BOMBAY (CP) — Young 
Maoists in the Indian province 
of West Bengal recently 
called for a “revolt against 
fetidal-imperialist customs.” 

“We must marry for love, 
not tor money. And intending 
couples should not go to tem¬ 
ples. churches, mosques or 
synagogues,” a 19-year-old 
member of the Maoist Naxa- 
lite Party fold a rally. 

But he did not specify 
where the coujtles should go 
to have their weddings regu¬ 
larized. He obviously had the 
office of the registrar of civil 
marriages in mind but « a 
true Maoist he could not ac¬ 
cept (he legality of an Indian 
government institution. 

lAnyway, the fact is that 
miore and more young Maoists 
afe having their marriages 
registered under the Special 
Marriages Act. 

’Aruna Mukherjec, a Calcut¬ 
ta welfare worker sfjecializing 
iiX problems of young people, 
sqys that “getting married 
under the Special Marriages 
Act has become symbolic of 
tlw growing protest against 
oid Hindu, NV^slem and Chris¬ 
tian customs,” 

Mrs. Mukherjec says that in 
West Bengal province alone 
nearly 6,000 marriages are 
registered under the act every 
year. “The number for the 
whole of India must be 
around .30,000. This is a signif¬ 
icant social revolution,” she 
said. 

But it is not the Maoists 
akmc who seem to prefer 
weddings oulside temples, 
churches, mosques and syna¬ 
gogues. 

In fact, according to Dr. 
Profulla Kumar Banerjec, a 
d^cated social reformer, the 
trend in favor of goveimment- 
registered marriages has lit¬ 
tle to do with Maoism or any 
other political ideology. 

Now leading a quiet retired 
life in a Calcutta suburb after 
45 years spent in active rebel¬ 
lion against Hindu orthodoxy. 
Dr. Banerjee says young peo¬ 
ple in his province “are losing 
respect for old customs and 
beliefs ” 

In his view, “going to the 
office of the registrar of civil 
marriages has become an 
expression of Western-style 
modernism.” 

Uma AnanrI, a 23-year-old 
Calcutta University graduate, 
docs not take too rosy a view 
of the Indian marital situa¬ 
tion.

IXJKYO (UPI) — A dimuni- 
tive lady armed with e good 
education and the ability to 
outdrink many of her col¬ 
leagues has broken a formida¬ 
ble barrier to occtjpy an im¬ 
portant past in male-dominat¬ 
ed Japan Air Lines. 

After 19 years with JAL, 41- 
year-old Ayuchi Takita has 
become assistant general 
manager of the compahy’s in¬ 
ternational relation.s depart¬ 


ment. The first woman in 
such a high post, Miss Takita 
is responsible for negotiating 
civil aviation and airline com¬ 
mercial agreements. 

Although men and women 
are equal under the postwar 
constitution, few women 
among • Japan’s .'>2.990.000 
wage earners hold important 
positions. 

The labor ministry, for e.\- 
Ample, has only one female 
bureau director and the 


foreign ministry has only one 
woman section chief. The 
Tokyo city government didn’t 
' have a woman bureau direc¬ 
tor until Marxist economics 
Prof. Ryokachi Minobe was 
elected governor seven years 
ago. 

JAL, Japan’s only carrier 
with regular international 
freight and passenger flights, 
has 20,311 persons including 
4,0(10 women on its payroll, 
but all the women except

Canada runner lonely 


MARATHON JOGGER Mark Kent. 17. is paced 
into Ottawa Friday by Energy Minister Donakl 
MacdonaM, 54. Kenit Victoria June 28. 


Seventeen-year-old Mark 
iCent is learning about the 
loneliness of the long-distance 
runner and his thoughts dur¬ 
ing a 4,100-inile odyssey 
across the country are on 
everything but the ground be- 
neadi his feet. 

Mark ~ who was interview¬ 
ed in Ottawa PYiday, will 
enter Grade 12 at A. Y. Jack- 
son high school in Toronto 
when he finished his Olympic 
Games fund-raising project in 
the third week of October — 
started the trip in Victoria 
June 28. 

Covering at least 40 miles 
daily, he has met every pro¬ 
vincial premier along the way 
and Friday talked to Prime 
Minister Trudeau outside the 
centre block on Parliament 
Hill. 

The crowd of reporters, 
photographers and camera¬ 
men sto^ by while Trudeau 
asked Mark about the project. 

“Great,” Mark replied, 
when asked bow Elnergy Min¬ 
ister Donald Macdonald. 54. 
had fared during a two-mile 


demonstration jog along the 
Rideau Canal to the Hill. 

“I wish I had him along 
every day.” . - 

The prime minister saicThe 
himself tries to stay in shape 
by running a mile 6r a mile, 
and a half every day. 

Trudeau, before wishing 
Mark good luck, ^d , he 
hoped the run would encour¬ 
age other young Canadians 
“to get high on the fresh air 
of the Prairies and the moun¬ 
tains and the sea.” 

In an interview afterward, 
the young athlete said his run 
has been fairly uneventful so 
far, but that he now is going 
througb hi* seventh pair of 
track shoes. ' 

He said his record distance 
in one day was 76.1 miles out¬ 
side Regina in 90-degree tem¬ 
peratures. 

He generally has followed 
the TransCanada Hig^ay, 
rurming on the road surface 
and facing the traffic. He said 
he had a couple of ckwe calls 
with cars passing as fiiey 
came up from behind on the 
other side of the highway.

Mark is accompenied. by his-- 
brother, who drives a station 
wagon and wbo slops every 10 
miles so Mark can datch up 
and have something to eat 
and drink.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Stamp collecting has taken on 
a new dimension which a man 
known as Mr. Stamps doesn’t 
like. 


•Stamps are being pro¬ 
moted, as are coins, as a ter¬ 
rific investment in this era o( 
inflation and economic uncer¬ 
tainty,” said Jacques Minkus, 
73. whose philatelic empire is 
unrivalled. “It’s true, but 
that's not stamp collecting — 
coUecting for joy, education, 
and aesthetic values To me it 
is getting away from the 
basics.” 


The kindly-faced dealer who 
pioneered the sale of stamps, 
albums, catalogues and phila¬ 
telic accessories in depart¬ 
ment stores across the nation, 
leaned back in a swivel chair 
in his office and spoke of 
other changes in the hobby of 
kings and presidents. 

“We have topical stamp col¬ 
lecting now,” he said. “That 
w'asn’t possible years ago 
when you just had portrait 
heads of rulers and heroes. 
Now people specialize in 
stamps showing flowers, ani¬ 
mals, trees, fish, birds, min¬ 
erals. I don’t lof)k down my 
nose at them. People like art 
and many of these stamps are 
very artistic." 


A growing category of j 
stamps is reproductions of 
great paintings and sculpture, 
usually from a nation's na¬ 
tional museum. The United 
States has just issued such a 
series of lO-cent stamps to 
mark the centenary of the 
universal postal union. 
Minkus said these stampw, as 
opposed to stamps created by 
commercial designers, serve 
to advertise the cultural trea¬ 
sures of a country. 


“Most countries use stam|» 
as a means of telling their 
story,” Minkus said. “The 
United SUtes has used 
famous Americans, national 
parks, anniversaries of insti¬ 
tutions and many other 
human, natural and intellec¬ 
tual treasures in its stamp de¬ 
signs. The U.S. poaUl service 
even has gone into the busi¬ 
ness of promoting the sale of 
stamps to collectors.” 


“If the postal service, 
through its vast facilities, can 
create 100,000 or ‘200.000 more 
collectors, every dealer will 
profit.” he said. 

Minkus estimates there are 
at least 20 million stamp col¬ 
lectors in the United States. 
The postal service says 16 
million Americans buy 
stamps for their collections 
directly from post offices. 

“Most collectors still have 
general, world-like collec¬ 
tions.” Minkus said. “Our al¬ 
bums can teach the whole 
family geogriphy, flags, na¬ 
tional coats of arms, popula¬ 
tion, expoits, capitals. It’s re¬ 
ally education in a pleasur¬ 
able way.” 

Minkus serves on the phila¬ 
telic panel of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Ad¬ 
ministration and is responsi- j 
ble for suggesting the colonial j 
artisans series which has so 
far depicted' a glassblower, 
hat makec. wig maker and 
. smithy. Like 
y migrants, he is prAider of the 
nation’s history and traditions 
than some native-born Ameri- I 


cans. 

“I was in the publishing 
business in FYance and came 
to the United States in 1929 on | 
business,” he recalled. “I , 
loved it and wouldn’t wapt to j 
live anywhere else. I started i 
publishing dictionaries and 
classics for Woolworth five- 
and-dime stores and gave 
them the idea of a 10-cent 
stamp album. The cheapest 
album on the market then 
was $1.50, ro naturally I had a 
hit on my hands.” 

Minkus became fascinated 
by stamps wlien he chanced 
on outdoor philatelic stalls in 
Paris. Outdoor stalls were not 
in the New York tradition, but 
he persuaded Gimbel’s to give 
him six feet of counter space 
in their Herald Square store 
in 1931. I 

“That was the beginning of I 
department store stamp | 
c o u n t e rs all over. the 
country,” Minkus said proud¬ 
ly. “They say I put stamps on i 
main street, and I guess I did. 

T think my proudest morqent 1 
w’as when I promoted the sale | 
of Luxembourg stamps issued 
in 1935 to raise funds for intel¬ 
lectuals who -fled Nazi Ger¬ 
many. I got Albert Einstein to 
volunteer as a salesman in 
Gimbel’s stamp department.” 

The pride of Minkus’ per¬ 
sonal collection is a norfion of 1 
his friend Franklin Roose- i 
velt's famous pliilalelic ac¬ 
cumulation which has no real 
stamp value. Called Bouquets j 
and Brickbats by the late j 
president, it is a selection of 
envelopes with ordinary U.S. j 
stamps. Their interest lies in ' 
how they were addressed. 

For instance, one has a one- 
line address: “Rattlesnake i 
Roosevelt”. Another iust ha.s I 
a sketch of Roosevelt with • 
Weshinirton. '*el»»\v

Cowboy 

movie 

gets 

voice 


By VERNON SCOTT 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
Joel McCrea hasn’t made a 
movie in a dozen years, but 
he narrates the new film. The 
Great American Cowboy, in a 
resonant voice filled with the 
sounds of the Old West. 

Approaching his 70th birtli- 
day, McCrea still raises cattle 
and rides tall in the saddle 
some 45 miles up the coast 
from Hollywood. His ' son 
David is in the cattle bus¬ 
iness in New Mexico. 

“If I hadn’t become an 
actor, I’d have been a cattle¬ 
man all my life,” the big man 
said on. a recent trip to town. 

Despite hia years McCrea 
stands as strai^t as a Pon- 
derosa pine. He Is muscular 
and li^t on his feet. He has 
the strength <5f a man in the 
prime of life — and the same 
enthusiasm. 

“I was a cowboy In my 
youth,” he said. “My grand¬ 
father came west with the 
■49ers in a covered wagon. 
P’rom the age of 13 on I spent 
my summers working cattle 
ranchers, punching cows, 
mending fences and all the 
rest of it. I loved that life. 
StiU do.” 

Rather than play third rate 
parts in inferior pictures, 
McCrea chose retirement on 
his ranch. 

He has disposed of most of 
his land, much of it purchased 
for $32 an acre in the 1930s 
and sold for $3,200 an acre. 

“People say I’m a good 
businessman,” he said, grin¬ 
ning. “Hell, any fool can buy 
property, hang onto it for 30 
years and sell it at a profit. I 
guess my land has brought 
me about $5 million. 

“Earlier this year the head 
of the Rodeo Cowboys Associ¬ 
ation called me, as chairmen 
of the board of the Cowboy 
Hall of Fame, to narrate The 
Great American Cowboy. I 
told them to get Duke Wayne 
because he’s a much bigger 
draw than I am. 

“But they couldn’t get 
Wayne so they brought the 
film to Hollywood for me to 
.sec. It’s 90 minutes of the best 
rodeo film I ever saw.” 

MicCrea still pronounces the 
word ro-day-o. Today’s cow¬ 
boys say ro^e-o. 

“I spent too many years 
riding the range with va- 
nueros,” McCrea said. “It’s a 
Spanish word. But I use the 
American cowboy pronouncia- 
tion when I make public ap¬ 
pearances to keep the cow¬ 
boys happy.” The Great 
American Cowboy features 
the best riders in rodeo his¬ 
tory, along with some of the 
meanest livestock that ever 
bucked a bronc-buster into the 
hospital. 

There is Oscar, the unridea- 
ble bull, the Omak suicide 
race, rodeo clowns tempting 
death, chuckwagon racing at 
tlie Calgary Stampede, and 
scores of fantastic scenes of 
men and beasts in the arena. 

“It was a pleasure to nar¬ 
rate the picture,” McCrea 
said. “I don’t appear on 
screen, but I carrie away with 
enormous respect for Keith 
Merrill. He’s a young guy who 
produced, directed and did 
most of the camera work for 
the picture.” 

McCrea starred in 82 pic¬ 
tures down through the years. 
At least half of them were 
westerns. His favorites wei-e 
Union Pacific. Buffalo Bill and 
Four Faces West. 

His own face is western land¬ 
scape — strong, rugged and 
open. He is enormously proud 
of being the third man elected 
to the Cowboy Hall of I’ame 
in Oklahoma City. 

“The first two were Will 
Rogers and Gary Cooper,” he 
said. “They were both w'on- 
derful men. I love being a 
member of that hall of fame 
because it’s purpose is to per¬ 
petuate the standards, ideals 
and culture of the Old West. 

“I look around today and 
see that we need those values 
more than ever.”

Steven Lae, 15, and his 
brother ^chael, 13, both 
wearinK hard hats, keep 
watch while their father, 
Barry, paces around the lot 
''directing the patrol. The al¬ 
cove kitchen window is shield¬ 
ed by a piece of plywood. 

Mr. Lee says a number of 
rock attacks, which have bro¬ 
ken windows and narrowly 
missed his children, have 
forced the family to take 
these measures. 

He thii^cs a neighborhood 
gang is responsible for the at¬ 
tacks which he says usually 
occur between 6 p.m. and 
midnight. 

Several weeks ago, he 
caught a 15-year-old neigh¬ 
borhood youth carrying stolen 
tools and reported him to po- 
hce. He thinks the rock at¬ 
tacks and direats against Ste¬ 
ven and Michael art Ihe 
youth’s and his gang’s re¬ 
venge. 

He said the attackers have 
even managed to elude R(2MP 
who have tried stakeouts and 
even brought in a tracking 
dog. 

“I’ve had the suggestion put 
to me, through my nwther 
and sisters, that I riiould 
sell,” he said. “Why the hell 
should I sell?” 

“I mean if you run once, 
you’re going to be running the 
rest of your Ife, and Fm not 
going to let a bunch of punks 
drive me out of my own 
home.”

Now hear this 

Wiretap 
legislation 
rings with 
confusion 


BANFF, Alta. (CP) — Con¬ 
cern was expressed PYiday 
over the new federal wiretap¬ 
ping bill in the wrap-up ses¬ 
sion of a five-day refresher 
course in criminal law attend¬ 
ed by 130 legal practitioners 
from Canada. 

Clay Powiell, BenBor crown 
counsel in the Ontario attor¬ 
ney-general’s department, 
said the Protection of Privacy 
Act’s description of a wiretap¬ 
ping device is “very loose.” 

Calgary Lawyer Jack C. 
Major, anotlier panelist, said 
there will be some <ionfusion 
in the courts over the act. 

A private communication is 
defined in the act as “any 
oral communication or tele¬ 
communication made under 
circumstances in which it is 
reasonable for the originator 
thereof to expect that it will 
not be intercepted by any per¬ 
son other them the intended 
person .. 

Major said there is a case 
before Ontario courts in which 
a man is charged with moni¬ 
toring police radio calls, but 
police bands have been moni¬ 
tored by citizens for years 
and on that basis police can’t 
expect that it would not be in¬ 
tercepted by other persons. 

Powell mentioned a case in 
Arizona, wliere a woman who 
listened to private radios as a 
hobby contacted authorities 
after hearing that some 
“stuff’’- wxwld be transported 
from Mexico. It turned out to 
be a large drug haul but the 
courts ruled the evidence was 
inadmissible since the woman 
had no right to listen to it on 
a private communication. 

The act authorizes provin¬ 
cial attorney 8-general and the 
federal solicitor-general to ap¬ 
prove wiretaps in some cases 
of police investigations and 
federal business. 

One area likely to create 
some problems is that al¬ 
though a wiretap can be 
placed if it is known to the 
persons originating and re¬ 
ceiving the conversation, sim- 
Die possession <jf a wiretop¬ 
ping device can bring up to 
two years imprisonment upon 
conviction. 

Powell said the greatest 
protection against wiretap¬ 
ping abu.se would be in the at¬ 
torney-general’s annual report 
where the number of applica¬ 
tions for wiretapping w’ould be 
reported along with who had 
approved them. 

And a wiretapping device 
can be anything ranging from 
a complex bugging device to 
a tape recorder hidden in a 
briefcase, to a telephone if 
someone is listening to a con- 
vei-sation from an extension.

WATERFRONT HKOftR (F. 

Salt Sprlna) 

PlRcallonia ix a very good 
fhoice a.s a hedge for a sea¬ 
front garden as it is unusually 
resistant to wind and salt 
spindrift. The shrub is best 
propagateii by using cuttings 
made from this year’s shoots, 
five to six inches long, and 
with the tip intact. 

Trim each slip with a razor 
blade through a leaf .ioint at 
the base and remove the 
lower leaves. Moisten the cut 
end, dip in Routxjne oi- similar 
hormone rooting powder, 
sltake off any exxess dust, and 
insert firmly in a shaded b«l 
of sandy soil oi- in a c.ild 
frhme. 

Next spring, tianafer your 
rooted cuttings to a sunny, 
open nursery bed. nine inches 
apart in the row and with 
rows feet at»aii. 

Cinjw on, feeding and water- 
in*,' generously, until the au¬ 
tumn of 1975. then plant out in 
the hedge fjosition. 

'Ilie grxmd should he 
enriched beforehand with old 
rotted manure. 


Space your plants two feet 
ajjart in a single row, or if 
you feel you need a thicker 
hedge, pianl in two staggereti 
row’S, two feet a|>arl each 
way, 

Ir^ the spring of 1976, in 
March, cut back your new' 
hedge to one-half its height to 
cause it to branch out and 
thicken at the base.

holes in its surface with a 
brace and bit, about four 
inches deep and four Inches 
ai>art oaoli way. 

P'ill the holes with ^diluted 
weedkiller, using oife which 
has been especially formulat¬ 
ed for eradicating wotTcly or 
shrubby growth and sold 
itndrr such names as Brush- 
kill. Brush Killer or Brush- 
bane. Seal the filled holes 
with corks, putty, cla)^ or 
e\rn mud. 

While this will kill the 
slump and its rinls, it won’t 


cause it to rot away any 
quicker than any other dead 
wood. 

There are miracle slump- 
remover chemicals advertised 
jn the gardetK magazines, but 
1 must confess I have no faith 
in them whatever. 

1 suspect the magical chem- 
ic41 is just common saltpetre, 
which would render the stump 
more inflammable, but this 
isn’t very helpful where burn¬ 
ing is not permitted. 

An old farm remedy is to 
heap a big pile of manure 
over the slump, which speeds 
up the potting quite effective¬ 
ly. but it is not a very prac¬ 
ticable treatment for a stump 
in the front lawn. 

Actually, your beat bet. 
once the stump is w'cll and 
truly killed, is to get a spe¬ 
cialist firm such as Gi'een- 
loaves Tree Service to come 
and chip It away to well below* 
.soil level. I believe their fees 
are based on the diameter of 
the tnjnk. and are no'l exces¬ 
sive. 


Do names define people? 


A couple of psychologists named .Tames tas in James 
Bruningi and William las in William Allxitt) have reminded 
everybody that names can have as effect on their bearers. 
What you say. Egbert, is what you gel. 

Originally, of course, people came first, then their names 
wci-e made to fit. Clarence the Terrible was really terrible. 
Philip was a lover of horses, as his name in Greek signified. 

Nowadays the order is reversed. Bruning and Alboll 
suggest in a recent issue of Human Behavior. The label 
comes first, then the content struggles to match it. Names 
tend to define a child. 

Well, it’s not quite that simple. If you name your daugh¬ 
ter .Joy, you can hardly count on nothing but giggles around 
the house. Nor will Charity necessarily let mom and dad off 
the lHx>k when she reaches her teens, you had better believe. 

it ■k it 

But there are. for instance, “active” and ”pa.s.sivr ’ 
name.«s Bruning and Albott argue. Call your son Bart or Mat-, 
and he is likely to be more “active,” more fired by the old 
machismo, than if y<Mi name him Winthrop or Carroll. And 
should you want your daughter to he a tomboy, name her 
Toby or Jody rather than I>etitla, if Bruning and Allxdt are to 
be trusted. 

In other words, names are the signals of parental cx|»ec- 
lations whic h children receive and act upon. 

Names certainly give off vihratiems. If the reader thinks 
of the authors of this theory as Bill and Jim rather than 
William .and James. il[ie impression changes. But Bill and 
Jim lor William and Jamesi can run their own experiments, 
thank you. "

Once they arranged for a speaker to give the .same talk 
to two audiences, identified on one occasion as Adam, on the 
other, as Myron. As Adam, he was judged to be more 
“dominating, competive, and responsible.” 

Bruning and Albott played roughly the same sneaky trick 
on schoolteachers, submitting theme papers of comparable 
merit under different signatures. The essays signed Elmer, 
Hubert, and Bertha got considerably lower grades than those 
supposedly composed by David, Michael, and Lisa.

Then there’s the Hollywood pseudonym. Which spangled 
names make the heart beat faster -> Emma. Prudence, and 
Hester? Or Lana. Kim, and Ava? Clyde, Sidney, and Melvin’ 
Or Oark, Rock, and Cary? 

It’s not fair, but it's life.

Another thing that’s not fair. F^enple seem to remember 
the names they don’t like better than’ the ones they do. N<v 
IVkIv, it appears, ever forgets a Cecil. Worse, people have 
fairly definite ideas about a Cecil or Doreen physical-type. In 
tests matching names with pictures. *Rruninc and Albott got a 
lot of response to the effect: “Gee, that guy sure looks like a 
.Maholm.” 

So, in addition to every other kind of prejudice, there 
may be name-prejudice. 

The ultimate question Bruning and Albott raise is this: 
Will a Robert or a diaries live a more happy, a more 
successful life than a Bromley or a Neville? Their answer is 
a qualified yes, though skeptics especially those of us lack¬ 
ing Tom-Dick-and-Harry names are entitled to growl; 
“Prove It. ’

P’or It can be a bit too much, this painstaking scrutiny of 
our subtlest quivering responses, not to what we are but to 
what we are called this hypothesis that men and women 
are frail, manipulable creatures, buffeted through life at the 
end of a couple of syllables. 

The rebuttal answer may be that names are put into con¬ 
text by their bearers. 

Henry actually tiecomes a different wal'd when it i.s 
followed by F'cnda or Aaron or Kissinger. And in Hamlet’s 
castle garden, when the moon is full, even names like 
Rosencrantz and Guildenatem can be music on tiic lips tyf 
those who love them.

“Whenever I see or hear the word 
spirttual.’ it makes me grit my teeth.”

sms. All the worst pleasures are purely

people in the wrong, of bossing and pa-' 
lionizing and spoHing sport, and back¬ 
biting: the pleasures of power, of 
hatred.” 

Motvt of the evil in the w'orld has 
l>een generated on the tq>»ritual level: 
a povver - driywi and hate - o*>soiised 
man like Hitler had no interest in pimi- 
cal pursuits; he was as abstemious as a 
monk, and a« dedicated to the diaboMi' 
(which is a spiritual thing) as the monk 
is to the divine. 


The people who create the mischief 
and the sorrow in the world are not the 
libertines and the drinkers and the 
wastrels: they arc pathetic people who 
create, at the most, private tragedy 
The vast public tragedies are created 
bv the men who are dominated hy some 


perverse spiritual drive hy. pride, by 
anger, by hostility, by envy. 

True spiritually is as rare as true 
bestiality in human - beings.

*Biyiasas won his first major 
lournament in Nanaimo some 
six years ago, then daptured 
the Canadian championship 
four years later. 

Last year he went lo the 
presti^jious Inteiv.onal toura- 
ment in Brazil and performed 
admirably, defeating Soviet 
Union’s ace Efim (leller, one

Soviet masters battle 
for top spot in world 


MOSCOW Anatoly Ye\- 
genevich Karpov is 23. trim, 
intense and precise in his 
every ' move. No energy is 
wasted. . 

Victor T..evovich Korchnoi is 
43. diews gum. cracks his 
knuckles, taps his foot and 
looks like he is aboul to gri¬ 
mace. 

Karpov tends to lean for¬ 
ward in his chair. Korchnoi 
shifts back and forth in his. 

In an imiKjsing, chande- 
liered, downtown Moscow 
hall, the two Russians are 
embarked on a contest that 
may decide who the next 
world chatnpion of chess will 
he. Technically, this is the 
finals of the challengers’ 
round, but Bobby Fischer, the 
mercurial American who is 
the reigning champion, has 
announced he is giving up the 
crown in a dispute over rules. 

Fischer has until next Feb¬ 
ruary to change his mind. If 
he doesn’t then the winner of 
the Karpov-Korchnoi match 
automatically gets the title. 
And that, according to the 
corridor commentators, is 
why Karpov looks so taut and 
Korchnoi is given to fidgeting. 

CJiPSs is a very serious mat¬ 
ter in the Soviet Union, w+iich 
produi^ed every world cham¬ 
pion from 1948 until Fischer 
won it two years ago. At its 
finest, the fame is regarded 
heix* with an awe next to rev¬ 
erence. 11 is indicative of 
chess’ stature that the .setting 
chosen for this watch i.s the 
same room where Lenin lay 
in .slate before he was pul on 
display in the Red Spuare 
mausoleum. 


The contest began last Sun¬ 
day night with a brief cere- 
mbnifll o|)tning and will con¬ 
tinue until someone wins five 
times. If after 24 gamds, nei¬ 
ther has made line mark, the 
winner will he decided on 
points. Assuming that they 
fight it out lo the end. Karpov 
and Korchnoi have about six 
weeks of unrelieved tension 
ahead of them, because most 
glumes take two nights t> 
fini.sh. 

Tickets for the 1,800 seals in 
the hall are, of course, sold 
out. The sfiectators, nearly all 
mon. arrive early and gel in 
long lines to buy badges, 
stamps, posters and bro¬ 
chures to firovc they were 
there.

Wills, called me in one day and said: 

“There’s a special edition coming out—will 
you search out all the pwple in Victoria who were 
here when Victoria was incorporated in 1862?” 

That meant everyone I had to find was 75 
years of age or older. 

It was quite a job, I can tell you, but I had a 
fine time, and located a good number of these pi¬ 
oneers. 

I interv iewed them all, and Irv ing Strickland 
took their pictures. 

From then (Xi in I was hooked on history. 

■fhe late Bruce A. (Pinky) McKelvie found in 
me an apt pupil, and I found him a fine teacher. 

“Young man,” he said to me c«ice. “Someday 
you’ll have a favorite in history.’’ 

He went an to explain that his favorite was 
Sir James Douglas, founder of Victoria and father 
of British Columbia. 

He told me he had a portrait of Sir James 
hanging on the wall opposite his bed. 

“First thing in the morning, when I wake 
up,” he said, “I wink at Sir James.” 

I’m sure I looked quite astonished at this, and 
then Mr. McKelvie said to me: “Furthermore, 
young man, Sir James winks right back at me.” 

Ever since then I’ve been trying to decide 
who's my favorite In British Columbia history, 
not that I ever intend to have a portrait at which 
r shall wink first thing in the morning. 

I like Amor de CJosmos, and I also like Jane, 
I..ady Franklin. I’m fond, too, of 'Thomas Harris, 
the first mayor of Victoria, in 1862. 

'There are so many I can’t yet make up my 
mind. 

Amor de Cosmos is almost too good to be 
true. 

He was bom in Nova Scotia in 1825, a Smith, 
christened William Alexander, and called Bill. 

He vfent to the California gold rush of 1848, 
found so many Bill Smiths that he became irked 
and hurried off to Sacramento, where he had the 
Legislature of California change his name to 
Amor de Cosmos—a conglomerate meaning, 
roughly lover of Jhe universe. 

He came on to the British Columbia gold rush 
of 1858, remained in Victoria and launched The 
Victoria Ctolonist on Dec. tLof that year. 

Public Enemy No. 1, to him, was Gtovemor 
Jaihes l5ouglas. Day after day he attacked Doug¬ 
las inf his columns. Douglas seems to have ig¬ 
nored him. _ 

De CJosmos w^ .soon in politics, a member of 
the colonial legislature. 

On one occasion he spoke in the House, non- 
st<^, for 16 hours. 

He w'anted to be first premier of British 
Columbia, in 1871, but Lieutenanf-Governor Jo¬ 
seph William Trutch wouldn’t have him. choosing 
Instead an Irish barrister, < John Foster 
McCreight. 

This irritated de Cosmos, and he proceeded to 
chip away at McCTteight, who resigned after a 
year, and then de Cosmos got the job he vyanted. ' 

He was, at the same time, Victoria member 
of the House of dbmmons. 

Ih 1875 Ottawa passed a law saying a man 
could not serve in both a provincial legislature 
and the House of Cknnmons. 

I somehow think Ottawa thought de (Cosmos 
would leave Ottawa, remaining as premier of 
British dblumbia. 

De Cosmos, being that sort, chose to leave 
the premiership, and stay in Ottawa. 

In 1882 he went down to defeat, and then 
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became a town character of Victoria, shaking his 
cane, ciying in public, to many peuide nothing 
but a nuisance. 

In 1885, for instance, he was the centre of a 
great hulabaloo, as note<l in The Colonist: 

•Yesterday was productive of person en¬ 
counters. 

“About 11 o’clock in the morning, as Mr. Rob¬ 
ert Dunsmuir, M.P., and ex-Mayor Roderick Fin- 
layson were conv’ersing in front of the Bank of 
British (Columbia, they were approached by Mr. 
A. de Cosmos, ex-MP who applied opprobrious 
epithets to Mr. Dunsmuir, and Mayor R.P. Rith- 
et, who was not then present. 

“Mr. Dunsmuir requested his insulter, who 
seemed to be laboring under some strong exci¬ 
tant, to pass on, whereupon Mr. de Cosmos struck 
him on the side of his head with his fist. 

“Mr. Dunsmuir retaliated by wearing out an, 
umbrella on his assailant’s head and shoulders. 

“The combatants then separated. 

“A’ few minutes afterwards, Mayor Rithet 
approached the comer and asked Mr. de Cosmos 
why he had abused him. Mr. de (Cosmos retorted 
wTith a stream of abuse and jostled His VVorkship 
several times. 

“’The Mayor’s patience being fairly exhaust¬ 
ed, His Worship varied the monotony and pro¬ 
ceeded to chastise his assailant, who thereupon 
dodged behind a ix>st, and then retreated into his 
office. 

“He was subsequently taken to his home on 
Yates Street in a cab.” 

I like (Cecelia Douglas, wife of Dr. John 
Sebastian Helmeken, and always enjoy a letter

she wrote from Victoria, in 1857 1o Fort Nisqual- 
ly: 

“My dearest Mrs. Tolmie — To begin my 
beautiful epistle to you — Mr. Macdonald and 
Miss C. B. Reid were joined in holy matrimony 
by Rev. Mr. Oidge — the parly actually 
walked to church. \ 

“I tell you wliat I should li^ to see next 
spring—a little Macdonald—I sincwely hope two 
at once, for she is always turning us all to ridi¬ 
cule for having little brats so soon. 

“Poor little May is very poorly indeed — her 
head is aD broken out into small pimples, which 
break and form larger ones. 

“As for Amy she is as lively as ever, full of 
talk and mischief. 

“Mrs. Ella is as round as a puncheon of ale- 
so i» Mrs. Cridge. 

“Do you remember Mr. Oidge’s secretary — 
who married the w’ooden leg man? — well, she is 
in the same interesting and prolific condition.” 

Thomas Harris, our first mayor, was a rotund 
Englishman, who liked good wine, fast horses 
and pretty women. 

He lived in a fine brick house on Government 
^ Sbeet, not far from his birtcher shop. 

The house had a balcc^y, and on election 
nights the townsfolk serenaded him. He went to 
the balcony, made a speech and invited all and 
sundry to partake of his well filled winecellar. 

At <xie of his first council meetings, late in 
1862, there was quite a disturbance, as we see in 
The Colonist: 

“Accident to our worthy mayor — Last eve¬ 
ning, while the business of the town council was 
in full blast in the police court room, the council- 
men and spectators were suddenly startled on 
hearing a loud crash and a heavy fall, wl^h 
jarred the wdiolc place, and set the doors and win¬ 
dows to rattling loudly. 

“’The shock was violent, and on looking 
around to the judge’s bench, over vdiich the good- 
humored visage of our w’orthy mayor had loomed 


a .second before, they were surprised to find that 
it had disappeared from view. 

“Ctonsteniation filled the minds of all for a 
few seconds, when His Worship’s bald head, fol¬ 
lowed shortly by his face — looking very serious 
and very red — slowly re-appeared, 

“In answer to an enquiry from an over-anx¬ 
ious councillor, the .^ayor apologized for the 
shock, by stating that the arm chair in which he 
had been seated, had suddenly given way beneath 
his w’eight, and that when he disappeared from 
public view he had alighted on toe floor on that 
portion of his breeches which wears out first. 

“His Worship held up the broken chair to the 
gaze of the assemjplage, and its dilapidated ap¬ 
pearance reminded^us of a crushed eggshell. 

* “The chair is now a perfect ruin. 

“Surely the taxpayers will buy His Worship 
another, and more substantial chair, suitably 
strong, so that there will be no more crashes, one 
of which could be disastrous.” 

Jane, Lady Franklin came to Victoria several 
times in the first half of the 1860s, with her niece, 
Sophia Oacroft. 

I think they were Victoria’s first tourists. 

She was the widow of the famous Arctic ex¬ 
plorer, Sir John Franklin, who lost his life at the 
North Pole. 

Lady Franklin caused quite a stir here. 

She was wiped and dined in the big homes of 
the place, and made extensive tours hereabouts. 

I like the account of a picnic at Oaigflower: 

“Lady Franklin and her niece, accompanied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Grant Dallas and Mr. 
A, C. Anderson, embarked in a large canoe 
manned by 10 CTanadians, dressed in red shirts, 
gray pants, and hats profusely decorated with 
variously colored ribbons. 

“The boatmen plied their paddles industri¬ 
ously, and as the froil bark shot like an arrow 
from the slip into the harbor struck up a song, 
peculiar, we believe, to the Canadian boatmen on 
the Ottawa River. 

“As the party passed under the Victoria 
bridge three rousing, hearty'British cheers were 
given by a crowd thereon assembled, the boat¬ 
men meanwhile keeping up their songs and plying 
their i>addles with an energy and steadiness of 
stroke not to be surpassed by even the aborigines 
of the country. 

“At the time of departure the day was beauti¬ 
ful, and a stiff southwest breeze just served to 
ripple the waters of the harbor and to increase 
the pleasures of the trip. 

“Die boats proceeded on their way to the rif¬ 
fles, or falls, where a portage was made, and 
soon after reached Oaigflower, where a most 
recherche collation was spread, and everything 
passed off most pleasantly and agreeably. 

“After remaining about two hours at Craig- 
flower the/party re-embarked, and as the boats 
moved off, a parting salute was fired by the par¬ 
ties on the shore. 

“The boats reached town shortly after 5 
o’clock, and the occupants landed, and separated 
for their homes, apparently highly delighted with 
the excursion up Victoria Arm.” 

Diere were many Colonist references to Lady 
Franklin: “A modern Raleigh — as Lady Frank¬ 
lin and her party were proceeding to Esquimau 
in a carriage, the vehicle unha[^ily broke down. 

“It was immediately decided to place the lad¬ 
ies In one of Bowman’s express wagons which 
happened to be behind the carriage conveying 
passengers to the steamers. 

“Its occupants descended and the wagon was 
brought as close to the bixrfcen-ddwn equipage as 
circumstances, or the depth of the mud in the 
road would admit of. 

“But a great gulf still remained between the 
carrfagei' and the haven of refuge, and owing to 
the quagmire under foot.it was very desirable 
that the fair occupants should cross it without 
touching the ground. 

"In this dilemma, a gallant captain, who was 
with the party, sprang forward and placing him-

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Here He Comes-—There He Goes

Ever since 63-year-old Fred 
Foster of Victoria treated himself 
to a tiny, three-wheeled invalid car 
in 1970 he's been a slave to his 
itchy feet. "That's because they're 
always telling me 'Go Fred, go' 
he grins. And boy, does he go! 


As soon as he iL^ed to tlie controls (like a 
motor cycle with the gears attached to the tiller 
bar) he decided “to give it a whirl with a real 
ride.'’ Some ride. He wound u[> a couple of weeks 
later in Alberta and stayed aw'ay for a year. 
“There w^as so much darned sightseeing to do,“ 
he says, “and besides. I wasn’t in a hurry.” 

It was such a tantalizing, new view of the 
world for Fred, crippled with multiple si leiosis 
for 20 years, that within week.s of hLs return, 
‘just long enough to get my breath back,” he wa.s 
on the road again in his bright red single seater 
chugging ov’er the Rockies and on through the 
Prairies to Winnipeg. “I .stayed another year.” he 
chuckles, “it’s getting to be a habit.” 

So much a habit, this zipping here, there and 
everywhere — at a top s(>eed of 45 miles an hour 
— that Fred has probably chalked u{) more miles 
in the past three and a half years than many an 
unhandicetpped Canadian. “.Seventy-one miles on 
the clock w'hen I got this nipper.” he boasts. 
“Would you look at it now over 11,000.” 

He bought the English-made model 1964 Tip- 
pen Delta wiien a Vancouver polio victim offered 
it for sale. “He paid Sl.GOO,” says Fred, “and I 
got it for J800 and in mint condition.” 

Fred is a former diesel engineer wdio served 
for 23 years with the Canadian Armed Forces — 
all three of them. He began with a seven-year 
stint In the navy in 1930 and. in between a few 
cracks at civvy street (“I got fed up with it.”) He 
subsequentlv' joined the army and then the air 
force. 

It was during his Second World War service 
that he fell on some machinery in a ship’s engine 
room and injured his back. He kept on working, 
but was in and out of hospitals until the injury de- 
vel<H>ed into multiple sclerosis. 

In 1953 he was discharged from the forces on 
a full pension. “They told me it w’as a wheelchair 
for the rest of my life. I said. ‘Nuts to that, 
there’s too much living to do.’ When jou ait still 
you have this habit of growing roots, the last 
thing I want.” 

To get aw'ay from his wheelchair he tried a 
few' small elec tine cars, “but they were a pain in 
the neck, always dead batteries ” 


So the *ri(>(>en, weighing 658 pounds and only 
nine feet long, proved to be the answer to Fred’s 
prayer. Another plus for the 'Ilppen is the econ¬ 
omy of being able to travel 100 miles on a gallon 
of gas. 

However, there have been problems. F'red 
explains: “At first I was always having this 
hassle w'ith the police because they didn't want 
me on the hi^way, so I. took to the soft 
shoulders. They didn’t like that either, but I 
argued with one policeman, ‘Do you want me to 
hold up traffic?’ He agreed I had a point and 
waved me on. After that they left me alone.” 
Other motorists don’t bother Fred but he wx)rrie.s 
about them. “They wiiizz along at 75 miles an 
hour and don’t en^ioy the scenery like I do.” 

He prefers to travel on secondary roads wher¬ 
ever possible. “I stop, haul out mj' binoculars and 
camera and have a field day witli the birds and 
nature’s heautv'.” Once in Alberta he turned dowm 
what he thought was a secondary road, but it led 
dowTi a steep hill to a gravel dump. 'The small 
wlieeb of the Tippen couldn’t make it back up the 
grade so Fred sat for about three hours waving a 
hankie from atop his cane. 

”A gravel truck driver finally spotted me, 
hauled me up the hill and we had a great chat 


'That’s w'hat makes my trips so different. I take 
my time.” 

Friends and family in his hometowm of Days- 
land. Alberta, and Winniiieg, Manitoba, have 
given up being surprised when Fred drops in by 
his little bug. “They were a bit jolted and ctm- 
cerned about me at first,” he says, “but I have 
more fun than in any posh limousine.” 

This year be hasn’t been on any long journeys 
l)ecause the Tifq)en broke dowTi last winter and 
it’s alwrays a job getting the various parts that 
need replacing. “I get them from Engird,” says 
Fred, “and most parts, like the transmission 
instance, arc very hard to find.” Then there’s the 
time involved in shipping them here. And to top it 
up most service Stations are not keen on handling 
repairs to the small car. “They don’t want to be 
bothered,” says Fred. 

But he’s a persistent t>’pe and soon hopes to 
have it on the road again. Meanwhile he is work¬ 
ing on a brief he wants to present to the B.C gov¬ 
ernment to see if handicapped people could be 
presented with a car similar to his. He w'ants to 
help otoers get out of their w'heelchairs and into 
the woiid again. 

“You don’t know' w'hut it’s like until you’ve 
experienced it,” he. says. “I can hardly wait to 
get on the road in my Tiptwn again.”

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self in a convenient attitude, enabled the ladies to 
cross over by stepping on his back. 

“Such chivalry in a barbarous place like this 
deserv'es the highest meed of praise.” 

Now', why w'as not the gallant captain iden¬ 
tified? 

Was it Capr. Richards, or was it Capt. Haa- 
kin? Alas, we shall never now know. 

Capt. Richards and Capt. Hankin were es¬ 
corts for Lady Franklin apiK^inted by Ctovernor 
Douglas. 

One new'spaper note says; ’’Lady Franklin 
and her niece, yesterday promenaded Yates 
Street, accompani^ by Capt. Richards of HMS 
Plumper, and they attracted much attention, 
being the obsen'ed ^ alTobservers.” 

Capt. Hankin, I think, was a bit of a snob and 
he has left us almost amusing account of a social 
affair in honor of Lady Franklin. 

Hankin wrote years later; “The Mayor - 

TWhnas Harris called on Lady Franklin, and in¬ 
vited her and her niece, and myself to luncheon. 

“I was young in those da>-s, and full of fun, so 
I told Lady Franklin exact!v w-hat the luncheon 
w ould be like. 

“Old Harris w-as a butcher, vvitii a bald head, 
and a ver>' red face, and looked as if he had 
alw-ay's been accustomed to good living, but no 
one could say they w-ere very refined sort of peo¬ 
ple, but kinder or more hospitable persons never 
Hved. 

“I said to I^dy Franklin ‘w’hen we arriva 
Mrs. Harris will hei-selt open the front door, and

she will be wearing a low-necked dress, w’ith a 
large locket, containing a photograph of Mr. 
Harris around her neck.’ 

“I believe such lockets were the fashion in 
those (ia>'s. 

‘’And I said she will also be wearing a beauti¬ 
ful white oap, with bright red ribbons, and a red 
rose on each side of her cap. 

“I said Mrs. Harris will make a low bow, and 
say, in a loud w'hisi)er ‘wouldn’t Your Ladyship 
like to go upstairs and wash Your Ladyship’s 
hands?’ 

“Lady Franklin laugiied, and said Iww very 
funny — why on earth should she do that? I 
replied — ‘Oh, I don’t know w'hy, but peof>Ie like 
Mrs. Harris always do.' 

“We arrii’ed punctually, auid I rang the bell. 
As I bad expected, Mrs. Harris opened the door 
herself, saying in a loud wdiisper ‘Won’t Your 
Ladyship go upstairs and w'ash Your Ladyship’s 
han*?’ — and she was dressed precisely as I had 
predicted she would be. 

“I could scarcely help laughing, and I heard 
Lady Franklin replj* ‘no thank you, Mrs. Harris, I 
don’t care to wash my hands just now.’ 

“Then the Mayor appear^, and shook hands. 


and then we walked at once into the dining room, 
where w e found the Bishop. 

“We had a ver>’ go^ luncheon, cooked by 
their Chinese chef, and plenty of good cham¬ 
pagne, and afterwards a very nice dessert, with 
decanters oC port and sherry. 

“Whwi all the gasses were filled Old Harris 
stood up and proposed a toast — ‘The Queen, God 
bless Her Majesty’ — and then ‘health and hap[>i- 
ness to Lady Franklin’ — and then he -suggested 
we ought to take a glass of wine with each other, 
and. turning to the Bishop he said ‘Now'. Your 
Lordship, you must drink wine alcmg with Her 
Ladyship, and Mr. 'Ankins along with Miss Craw- 
craw’ — and tbeii, turning to his wife, added — 
and now, old w’oman. you and me.’ 

“I had been very careful to introduce Lady 
Franklia’s niece as Miss Cracroft, pronouncing 
her name verj' distinctly', but old Harris cmld 
never ^t hold of the name, and alwTiys calledjher 
Miss Craweraw. 

“Lady Franklin was a wonderfully active old 
lady, for 70 years of age. and Miss Cracroft yaa 
then about 50.” 
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Recently, the little pink store in Cordova Bay changed hands. For many years it has 
served as a neighborhood grocery store, but with the coming of large super-markets 
plus easy transport, all small family stores have fallen on hard times. So...

Hais Gone Arty 


It was away back in 1913 or thereabouts that Jack Hambley built the 
store, and since there were only about five families who were year-round 
residents of Cordova Bay at that time it is fairly safe to say that the store 
in those days was open only during the summer months.

Jack Hambley and his wife were an energctif 
who ran the store together and lived there, 
since the store comes complete with living 
quarters. It also seems more than likely that 
Jack was the mtin to run the first stage to Vic¬ 
toria in those days. 

The road al<^g the beach at that time was 
just a dusty gravel country lane which drew at¬ 
tention to the store by petering out at that point. 
In fact, in the early days, the road from town ran 
as far as the store and no further. Later, of 
course, a new road was put in, and in course of 
time the old Cedar Hill Road ceased to be the 
only route to Cordova Bay. 

When Jack Hambley finally .sold his store at 
the Bay, he moved away and there followed a 
fieriod when the little building changed hands a 
number of times. Perhaps would-be owners who 
were entranced with the propert>’ as seen in the 
summer sun, suffered a change of heart when 
confronted by the occasional snows of winter, and 
by the distance from town. 

However this may be. the small wooden stove 
which was painted white in those days, was final¬ 
ly bought by Robert Sutcliffe. This was a little 
after George McMbrran had opened a sefcond tiny 
store in 1919 which was later to become “the 
famous McMorran Tea Toom. 

In the early days, Robert Sutcliffe and his 
family continued to live in V’ictoria and only 
moved out to Cordova Bay in the summer. Robert 
Sutcliffe’s daughter tells me she well remembers 
that when she was a child, as soon as school was 
out for the summer, the family packed up and 
moved out to Cordova Bay where they remained 
until Labor Day heralded the unwilling return to 
school. 

There was a good reason as to why both 
McMorran’s and Sutcliffe s stores only o{)ened 
during the summer months. As noted earlier, 
there were few year-round residents of the area. 

However, when summer came around what a 
different story it was. Cordova Bay in the early 
years of the century was known as one erf the 
most popular holiday resorts around Victoria. 
Indeed,‘it is* recalled that Emily Carr used to 
come out here to stay during the summer, and 
here she did a lot of painting into the bargain. 

Emily Carr. I believe, had a little cabin up in 
the woods, but the majority of the summer holi¬ 
day-makers were content to camp in tents down 
by the sea. One report has it that there were 
literally hundreds of such tents right around the 
bay each summer. 

Was the weather always better and warmer 
then, or were people on the whole hardier? Dif¬ 
ficult to say since nowadays so ipany people are 
used to taking holidays in their motor homes 
which seem a far cry from the lowly tent, howev'- 
er. not all the tents were so lowly because an¬ 
other long time resident recalls that down near 
the beach many wooden platforms were erected, 
and these platforms ser\’^ as bases for the tents 
which were placed oh top of them to ensure a dry 
floor for family living. 

ypder Robert Sutcliffe’s rule, the little white 
sfore became known as Uncle Tom’s Cabin, and 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin.it stayed for many a long 
year. 

\^y such a title? Even in hs early days it 
cannot have looked particularly cabin-like, nor 
did It smack of the Deep ScRjth. I asked Robert 
Sutcliffe’s daughter, Sally Ward, about this. .She 
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Uncle Tom’s Cabin in the old days^ with Robert Sutcliffe and his wife on hand. 


all that rem.iins as a memory is a bit of weath¬ 
ered old board broken at that -on which is 
painted . . . Tom’s Ca . . . 

In ttje days when the .Sutcliffes had the store, 
it had a verandah along the front of it. An old 
photograph shows the store as it was in their day. 
It also shows Mr. and Mrs. Sutcliffe on the store’s 
verandah together with their dog. Over the veran¬ 
dah front is draped a large Union Jack. 'This, I 
think, indicates that the photo was taken cm a day 
of festivity—probably on Regatta Day. 

The Cordova Bay Regatta was an annual 
event held each summer. The date of the gala 
day would be picked to coincide with the tide at 
its lowest. It was a great day when visitors came 
from far and near to enjoy the fe.stivities. While 
the tide was out, fewt races were run on the sand 
bar. When the tide came in, then the canoe races 
and the rowing and swimming races were held. 
Judging from another old photo which shows Cor¬ 
dova Bay Road positively lined with cars, it must 
indeed have been a popular event. 

Nowadays, of course, we know Cordova Bay 
as a thriving community much in danger of being 
overbuilt. It is a little difficult to imagine It as it 
must have been in those old days -coming alive 
only during the summer. But times change and 
places change, even if we would rather they 
didn’t. 

The last owners of the pihk store must have 
f<Hind themselves sadly crowded out when the 
large McMorran store and shopping centre went 
up so close to them. Even keeping open until 
eight o’clock at night and opening on Sundays 
cannot have entirely solved the problem for them. 
So, when they got an offer, who can blame them 
for accepting and moving on to a life of greater

never knew why the store was .so named, but she 
does report that her father was a great reader 
and thinks that in all probability he must have 
been inspired by Harriet Beecher Stowe’s famous 
book. W^hatever the basis of the name, the store 
w as a popular shopping place in the early days. 

Speaking to somebody recently wiio during 
his childhood years lived on a farm beside what 
is now Patricia Bay Highway, I learned that his 
only real memory of Cbrdova Bay was being 
allowed as a small boy to go down to the bay, 
where he visited the store to buy a penny-worth 
of candy. He must have been only one of many 
children whose weekly penny lay hot In their 
sticky summer hands on their way to Uncle 
'fom's. But those days have long gone, and now

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security. One doen’t blame them, but one does 
regret the fact that Mrs. Maling’s luscious fniU 
pies will no longer grace Church and Harvest 
Suppers! 

So, nowadays as noted earlier, the little i»ink 
store has turned to art. 

Where once the staples of the kitchen could 
be found, now one looks instead for pottery, pic¬ 
tures, paint brushes and the like. 

The new owner, Win Life, has bought the 
store with the intention of starting an art centre 
which at present time shows every sign of forging 
ahead to prosperity. 

Win is an artist who as a long-tifne Coixlova 
Bay resident, has done much in the past to foster 
the creative arts in the locality. She bids fair to 
do even more in the future. 

Win’s own art training came to an abrupt halt • 
w'ith the commencement of the Second World 
War. With one year of art school still to go, Win 
put away her pencils and paints and joined the 
WAAF. In no time at all she found herself being 
hustled off to Egypt, and thereby hangs a tale! 

Her posting took Win to Cairo, and there she 
found lo\'e and ultimate marriage.

At the war’s end, Win’s husband took his en¬ 
gineering degree and in 1949, the family came to 
Canada.

The pursuit of art had to be put on one side 
for a number of years while Win was busy bring¬ 
ing up a family of five boys.

So far as painting is concerned, Win's favor¬ 
ite medium is oils, though she has lately been e.x- 
perimenting w'ith w'ater colors, a medium which 
she finds requires great control and w'hich is 
therefw'e very challenging. 

Pottery is an art form in w'hich Win only 
became interested during the past five or six 
years. However, she has had a great deal of suc¬ 
cess with it from a sales point of view, and finds 
it most satisfying. She feels she probably comes 
by her love of throwing pots quite legitimately 
since she is a direct descendant of Thomas 
Turner, the man who is credited with creating the 
willow pattern design in china which has been 
popular since the days of Queen Anne. 

Last year. Win Life oigani/ed an open air 
exhibition of arts and crafts on the law'n of St. 


David’s Church in Cordova Bay. That first event 
took place in July, 1973, and was only moderately 
successful. 

However. Win determined to persevere, and 
another and more successful show' was held the 
following September. This year the third exhibi¬ 
tion was held in July, and this time met w'ith 
great success. Not only, did many more*people ex¬ 
hibit, but sales of exhibited woiic went up by 
leaps and bounds. The artists and craftsmen 
came from all over the Peninsula, and were 
much encouraged by the respose of the public. 
The 1974 Fall Exhibition is now in the offing, and 
already Win has had many enquiries, so she is 
looking forward to an even larger show this time. 

Meanwhile, Win Life is very busy putting her 
new art store into order. In it <me hiay find many 
of her own pictures and pieces of pottery, as well 
as representative work from local artists. She 
tells me there are many artistic people in the dis¬ 
trict and she is ver>' anxious to give them every ' 
encouragement. They will find more than encour¬ 
agement here, for the living quarters have been 
turned for the most part into classrooms where 
many branches of art may be studied, and 
classes will commence this fall. 


In the store itself, the would-be artist will 
also find a goodly stock of both art and pottery 
supplies; clays and glazes; and even electria 
kilns and wheels. 


It would seem from all this, that a thriving 
new art centre has been bom in Cordova Bay, 
and while one may still regret Leona Maling’s 
superb fruit pies, it is still good to know that the 
little pink store has not gone completely out of 
business.

Calamity does no! always come 
with ft crash. On this oicasion it was 
silent, or. if there was the sound of 
breakage, then it had been muffled 
by the noise of the stnmg trade wind 
which was rushing Tryste towards 
Barbados. 

We were still 8u0 miles from the 
West Indies. After a slow start in 
light south east trades from St. He¬ 
lena, we had met the doldrums ear¬ 
lier than we expected, at five de¬ 
grees south. After struggling with 
electrical storms, squalls, and light 
variable winds for seven days we 
had picked up fresh northeast trades 
iust on the equator. These winds had 
become stiwiger and stronger until 
we were finally racing along under 
genoa and mizzen alone, wondering 
if we were over-canvassed. 

On Nicola’s early morning watch 
she noticed that the spare halyard, 
normally taut from deck to mast¬ 
head, was loose. Pondering on t^is 
she then noticed that the genoa 
sagging, and looking up discovered 
the end of the forestay, which should 
have been at the masthead, lodged 
against the top piston hank on the 
genoa. 

She hastily roused Ernest who 
Immediately rigged a spare rope 
halyard to provide a temporary for¬ 
ward pull and then with Nicola’s 
help handed the genoa and took 
down the ferestay and broken fit¬ 
ting, 

The first I knew that anything 
wras wrong was when I looked for- 
wurd and saw Nicola and Elnest 
standing on the foredeek con¬ 
templating a coil oi wire at their 
feet. It was so obviously an emer¬ 
gency that I quickly ma^ a pot of 
tea. 

Once again we had been lucky. 
The wind had been gusty overnight 
and we had handed the mainsail. If 
we bad still been carrying it we 
might well have been dismasted. As 
tt was the situation was not too 
serious. We could not set the genoa 
or the main or either of the poled- 
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continued to blow from the present 
quarter we sli«>uhi n«jt need to do so. 

"The fii-st thing." Kmest said, 
"is to rig a forestay that will get us 
to Barbados.** 

The waves uere like steej) rolling 
mountains "and the mast swayed 
dangerously fnim side to side. I did 
not see how. even from the relative¬ 
ly stable platform provided by a 
trimaran, Ernest could possibly go 
to the masthead in that sea, but he 
collected up e\erything he expected 
to need, put on jeans and a padded 
jacket, to«>k a rope to tie himself to 
the mast and climljed into the bo- 
tun*s chair. 

"All right," he said, **Up we go!*’ 
Susie and I staried to haul him up 
the mast while NiceJa did her best 
to keep Tryste heading into the wind 
and sea with the nnotm*. 

Ten minutes later Ernest waa 
back »k)wn on deck. bruised, 
pinched, buffeted, and not a little 
scared. 

'•It can’t be done.** he announced. 
“Wc’Jl just have to wait for the sea 
to go dt)wn.‘* It never did. 

He rigged another halyard to 
lake the, f*>rward strain and next 
day spent .some hours organizing 
emergency rojje backstays in case 
the masthead fitting, designed to re¬ 
main in place by being pulled down 
fore and aft and now held only by 
the two pairs of stays leading aft 
and two bolts, pinged off astern. 

The seas continued large, but the 
wind remained fair and we were 
able to set the mizzen. mizzen stay¬ 
sail and flying jib. Six days ater we 
sailed .safely into Carlisle Bay, Bar¬ 
bados. with our mast still held for¬ 
ward by halyards and still draped 


with the lines of the unneeded tm<r- 
fc€ncy backstays. 

We anchored off the picturcsq\)e 
little Caribbean town of Bridgetmxn 
beside a lieach of y ellow sand, lined 
with large htitels, casaurina and 
jKtlm trees. 

We were very busy for the first 
week in the W’est Indies. Far from 
being in danger of pinging off as¬ 
tern, the masthead fitting behaved 
in a most recalcitrant manner when 
Ernest tried to remove it. He spent 
long frustrating periods at the mast¬ 
head wrestling with it but finally- 
won out and within a week it was 
mended and Tryste waa whole 
again, her dirty water line scrubbed 
and the worst of the goosenecked 
barnacles, which had grown in gieat 
numbers as we drifted through the 
doldrums, removed by scraping. 

We left Barbados in search 
smaller quieter anchorages ami for 
the next three weeks sailed among 
the northern Grenadines, soaking up 
sunshine, anchoring each night in a 
different palm-lined' cove, swim¬ 
ming, snorkelling and becoming 
tanned and rested. 

We were amazed at the number 
of boats cruising the Caribbean. We 
had been recommended to go to Ad¬ 
miralty Bay on the attractive moun¬ 
tainous island of Bequia, and expei t- 
ing some wide, deserted bay like 
Taiohae in the Marquesas, we were 
overwhelmed to find ourselves tn- 
choring with 55 others. 

In time we became u.sed to the 
numbers of boats around us and 
learned to sort out the different 
types. There were handsome old 
schooners chartering; ‘ bare’’ boats, 
which were large roomy fibreglass 
sailboats which rented out with no 
crew but with all food, linen, cut¬ 
lery. etc., ppovide<i at about $20 per 
person per day; and cruising boats 
which had come down from Europe 
and the States. 

.As well as tliese pleasure brmts 
we were delighted to find that ihe 


isliind tja<ling s^bwners*still actual¬ 
ly sa)ie<i lx?tween the islands. 

Our only previous contact witTi 
!ht |K.oplc of the West Indies had 
l.t'en through their music. Perhape 
ln.lrpenden< e had brought too many 
headaches and too much political 
uniTst; perhaps we expected toe 
much; whatever the reason It was 
sometimes difficult to discover the 
laughing, friendly, calypso singing 
i^landei s we had expected. 

In the towTiSf where tdurism was 
established as a means of livelihood, 
the pet-»ple often seemed glum, sul¬ 
len and alntost hostile but In the 
»f>untry you felt the people’s friend¬ 
liness and their vibrant, bawdy joi€ 
de vivre. 

vly happiest memory of the local 
pe. iple is of a Saturday bus drive on 
our last day in the West Indies, back 
from market to an anchorage a few 
miles fr«>m Kingstown on St. Vin¬ 
cent. / 

The buses, whose wx)oden bodies 
were btiilt on the island, had half n 
dozen crossways seats which held 
Hve people comfortably, six at a 
sqi»ee/.e and seven on market day. 
and space at the back tor livestock, 
crates, sacks of yams or stalks of 
bananas. Our bus was bravely paint¬ 
ed in grwi and orange and was 
r;»}led, most suitably, "Ride Me." 

The bus was not supposed to 
leave until it was virtually full. It 
parked in the road between 
rows of women who stood outside 
the market building with piles of 
grapefruit, bananas, red peppers or 
vegetables spread on sacks in the 
roadway, leaving only just enough 
room for tw^o buses to pass one 
»neither between them. 

The women wore a variety of 
headgear including straw sunhats, 
dazzlto'^ .silk bandannas and what 
k/oked like knitted teacosies, and 
because it was Saturday many also 
work their best dresses. 

The young girls looked elegantly 
simple with their short Mnky hair 
close cropped to their scalps but 
they were dissatisfied with this and 
yearned after more fashionable 
styles. Some teased their curly locks 
into Straight spikes, at right angles 
to their scalps, some wore their 
back hair scraped into minute pony

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IVaturalist Sconler Sailed 
In Great White Canoe 


At the end of the deep bay, facing south as was 
the custom dwelt the Haida village. On the rock- 
strewn, sea-washed sand a woman in a short, hide apron 
gathered cold clams at^the tide's edge and dropped 
them into a large twindel basket.

Farther up the beach a naked, 
muschlar Indian stopped over his 
new canoe, digging out the black, 
crusty charcoal from the ^g, sweet 
scented cedar log with a sharp adze. 
Behind stretched the row of village 
houses facing the beach with their 
forest of brightly colored totem 
poles and then the thick needled 
rain forest of spruces, hemlocks and 
red cedars dominating the ridge and 
the mountains above. 

A shout echoed from the village 
and several men ran towards the 
beach, naked but for their blankets 
tossed over sea-bronzed shoulders. 
They ran gingerly over the sharp 
rocks towards the line of canoes 
beached just above the lick of the 
tide and for an Instant they formed 
a tight knot of excitement and ges¬ 
turing before pushing a canoe into 
the cold northern water and quickly 
paddling out to sea. 

Six miles from the shore rode a 
large ship in full sail. Paddles flash¬ 
ing. the Haida gabbled: “Is it Amer¬ 
ican or Russian!” 

On June 23, 1825, the William and 
Ann sailed through Hecate Straits 
between Queen Charlotte Islands 
and Pitts Archipelago, knifing 
through a sea of floating, brown 
seaweed. 

The following afternoon the ves¬ 
sel coasted along the shore of Louise 
Island and came abreast the Haida 
village of Skedans and quickly a 
canoe left the shore and sped out to 
the ship. 

John Scouler bounced down the 
gangw'ay to his tiny cabin and 
grabbed his leather b^und journal 
from his bunk and sprint^ up to the 
quarter deck and started to make 
notes. 

“They had all of them blankets, 
and their hats W'ere of a much 
neater shape and displayed far more 
ingenuity than those of the Cheen- 
ooks. They were also well supplied 
with firearms. These people were 
much taller and more robust, than 
those of the south. Their hair 
straight and black, and was tied in a 
knot on the crown of their heads. 
Their cheek bones were prominent, 
and all of them had some beard. 
Their conduct was bold and decided, 
bordering on ferocity, and while on 
board they b^ved with the utmost 
selfishness. They seemed, however, 
to be frequently visited by vessels, 
as they mentioned the names of sev¬ 
eral that had lately been on the 
coast.” 

Who was this 19-year-old young 
man that was so interested in the 
coast of British Columbia in the 
early 1800s? 

John Scouler was bom at Glas¬ 
gow, Dec. 21, 1804, the son of a 
calico-printer and received his early 
education at Kilbarchan. Later ha 
attended the University of Glasgow 
and studied medicine, coming under 
the magic spell of William Jackson 
Hooker and “from him he derived 
the first spark of that enthusiasm in 
the study ot nature which became 
afterwards the ruling passion of his 
life.” 

The directors of die HBC had 
recently purchased the brig William 
and Ann with a view to using her for 
northern coastal trading and she 
wai undergoing refit and required « 
ships surgeon, “who, in addition to 


his professional acquirements, w’as 
qualified to make collections in the 
-Various branches of natural his¬ 
tory.” 

Both Dr. Hooker and Dr. Rich- 
ard.son recommended young John 
Scouler and he “had the good for¬ 
tune to meet with the company’s 
approbation, and was appointed 

The Scottish naturalist would 
have an old friend from univer8lt>' 
daya to accompany him on the long 
voyage-David Douglas of Scone. 

On July 25. 1824, the William and 
Ann eased from her Gravesend 
mooring i>a.st the lighthouse, past the 


up to the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
but they did see the green moun¬ 
tains of Nootka and Vancouver Is¬ 
land looming out of the fog on June 
8 . 

Arriving in Skidgate Inlet, a 
flock of canoes rapidly surrounded 
the ship and one Indian asked if he 
could accompany the crew as an in¬ 
terpreter as he had already been on 
several American and Russian ships 
in the same capacity and the cap¬ 
tain agreed. 'They called him Sklde- 
gale Tom. 

'The Haida returned the following 
day and Scouler complained of the 
“exorbitant prices” they demanded 
for the few things they had to sell. 
They not only had many European 
goods, but knew numerous words of 
English which they evidently had 
picked up from American traders. 
The Scot found them manly, in¬

nunbuoy, past the crimson rising 
sun loaded “with every thing neces¬ 
sary for the preservation of plants 
and animals” and began a long 
voyage of 22 months. 

The ship arrived off the Columbia 
River on April 3, 1825 and “... 
there was not an individual of pur 
little society who did not feel 
pleased at the prospect of speedily 
reaching the object of our long and 
stormy passage.” 

Douglas and Scouler explored 
and collected around the Columbia 
region for several months and then 
parted company — Douglas staying 
on the Columbia and Scouler sailing 
north. 

On June 1, 1825, ^e brig 

crossed the sand bar of the Colum¬ 
bia and stood to the north. Unfavor¬ 
able winds obliged the ship to beat 


genious and quick to learn from Eu¬ 
ropeans. 

Scouler filled several pages of his 
journal with examples ol the Haida 
ingenuity. When the sea-otter 
abounded they were among the most 
wealthy of the coast tribes but since 
the slaughter of the animal the is¬ 
landers adopted other methods in 
order to cany on trade for the blan¬ 
kets and other necessities they need¬ 
ed. One of these involved the grow'- 
ing of potatoes. 

Scouler wrote: “Hie introductiem 
and general cultivation of the potato 
uithout die aid of European lesscxis 
or example, is a remarkabla in¬ 
stance of the docility and Induetry 
the Haida, and they not unfrequentl>' 
sell from five to 800 bushels of them 
at the annual fair at Nass.” Keen 
competition occurred to see \%1io 


would carry the first potatoes to the 
mainland tribes. Usually 40 to 50 ca¬ 
noes arrived early in September at 
the ^‘potato fair” and the visitors 
“are, bold and always readj' for mis¬ 
chief’ and the fair seldom ends 
“without more or less fighting." Un¬ 
fortunately Scoulers ship did not 
have time to load some of these 
“Skldegate spuds.” ^ 

iTie ship hoisted the iron anchor, 
creased Hecate Strait and then the 
wlqd died, canvas sagged leaving 
them becalmed off Dundas Island at 
the entrance to Portland Inlet. 
Scouler jumped into the long boat 
and accompanied an exploring party, 
ashore where they found many 
human tracks and some ,fishing 
geiir, but the natives had Red. The 
island w'as steep, rocky and sub- 
rounded by a w'ide fringe of ribbony 
seaweed making landing difficult. 

^he Scot moved quickly over slip- 
grey rocks picking up nu¬ 
merous marine animals Including 
the tubes of plume worms, blue 
mussels, sea anemone and seastars. ^ 

Several attractiv’e plants came 
under his botanical eye including an 
abundance of red stemmed Sax¬ 
ifrage, buttercup-like cinquefoils and 
clothes-clinging cocklebur. ^ 

Soon the fresh sea breeze awoke, 
sails flapped and spread as the ship 
made for Portland Inlet, entering its 
three-mile broad mouth and slowly 
working its way up the fiord to 
Salmon Cove. Scouler leaned on the 
ships rail and w'atched the dark 
grey torpedo shapes mill about the 
huljl — thousands of pink salmon and 
even up the brook everj^ pool 
sw’iarmed with steel blue fish. ^ 

"Here he clubbed seven whoppers 
and doggedly dragged them back to 
the ship and the captain most 
pleased, sent a party back to the 
pools and they returned with 40 
strapping, silver>' salmon hanging 
from shoulder poles. 

Scouler became fascinated by the 
habits of these fish and has given 
one of the first scientific descrip¬ 
tions of form and habit. His interest 
an^ lengthy report of the pink salm¬ 
on; resulted in Richardson naming 
the fish Salmo scouleri in 1836 and 
Suckley calling it Onchortiynchus 
scouleri in 1862. ^ 

Leaving the Inlet the William and 
Ann stood off Nootka harbor on July 
30 and 10 canoes grated the visitors 
bringing gifts of herring and cod. In 
die aftenxxHi Maquinna and his two 
sons came aboard and when the old 
chief heard that die ship was En¬ 
glish he “clapped his hands and 
seemed highly delighted.” 

The captain showed the chief a 
portrait of himself and poor Quele- 
quem and the old ruler recognized 
both, becoming quite emotional at 
the picture of his dead relative. 

Before leaving Nootka the sailors 
leid a musket to Maquinna’a 
younger scxi and as the ship weighed 
anchor and moved away with a fast 
wind, the old chief sent a canoe 
aft^ the ship and returned the 
weapon thus showing “his honesty 
and friendship.” ^ 

The brig cruised around the

What's a sandwich without a 
pickle? Many a meal has been res¬ 
cued by an uncommonly good 
pickle, relish or preserve. Pungent, 
tangy fragrance, the sheen of veg¬ 
etables at their deep hued peak .. * 
surely pickling is a soul satisfying 
tradition. Most pickles and relishes 
can be made in small quantities 
for use right away, or make in lar¬ 
ger quantity for long-time keeping 
or giving. [ 

For quick relishes that can be kept in the re¬ 
frigerator for four or five weeks, lt‘s good to keep 
ii jar of spicy pickling liquid in the regrigerator. 
"With this on hand you can make up jiffy relishes 
with any mixture of vegetables that come your 
way. The drained liquid from your (avorile 


pickles you buy or make, can be saved and 
reused. Our basic spiced .syrup is a preservative 
as well as a marinade. 

BASIC PICKUNG MQI ID ... boll together 
two cups w'hite vinegar, one cup sugar (more if 
you like sweet pickle.s) two teaspoons salt, three 
teaspoons celery seed, one teaspoon whole mus¬ 
tard seed and a bay leaf. Garlic if desired. If you 
you like more spicyness use a tablespoon of wdiole 
pickling spice tied in a small piece of cheese¬ 
cloth. Boil this in with the other ingrediente until 
spicyness suits your ta.ste. 

You can use any mixture of raw vegetables 
tomatoes, onions, green or red peppers, shredded 
cabbage, com, pea.s etc. Just peek these in 
sterilized .iars and pour hot spiced vinegar over. 
This will keep .several weeks in the refrigerator. 

N'ow here Is a relish that can be sealed 
and kept indefinitely. It is great with cold 
euls or s|)a reribs, in meaty sandwlt'hes, rbee- 
\ seburgers or It ran be stirred Into mayon¬ 

naise ami used over salads. 

4 CRRIED POHWOW. . . 14 cups prepared 
mixed vegetables . . . chopped cauliflower, onion, 
green and sweet peppers, carrots, kernel com. 
celery etc., one-qjvarter cup pickling salt, three 
cups white vinegar, two teaspoons <elery seed, 
two teaspoons mustard seed, one-and-a-half to

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two cups sugar according to taste, two teaspo Mts 
tumeric, three tablespoons dry mustard, one ta¬ 
blespoon curry powder, one-half cup flour, and 
one cup cold water.

4 hopper. Mix with salt and cover with boilfing 
water. Let stand 30 minutes. Drain, rinse 4nd 
drain again squeezing out as much molstui'ej as 
possible. Empty into large presciwing kettle, j'fidd 
vinegar, celery seed, mustard seed and one cUb of 
the sugar. Bring to a boil. Combine remainiing 
sugar with tumeric, dry mustard, curry pow<|ler 
and flour. Add the cold water to make a fmc*^»th 
batter. 

Now stir this into die hot mixture and c4K->k, 
stirring constantly until mixture thickens smoc ih- 
ly. Add salt and «iough more sugar to suit y(|>ur 
taste. Simmer a few mcNre minutes then ladle iijito 
sterilized jars and seal. Makes about five pints.

After you have tied 
the spices in the bag, pound it a couple of times 
with a hammer to crack up the whole spices a lit¬ 
tle. This releases the essence of the slices. This 
spiced vinegar can be used for pickling little 
white onions. ^ 

Tiny pickled onions are expensive to buy 
l>iit MO easy to make (if you don’t count Ibe 
crying when |»eeling the little wretches.) 


PICKLE POINTERS ... 

The worst “poor pickle” culprit is inferior or weak vinegars or stale spices. * 

Spices should be fresh and used with caution . . . the very strong spic^ are cloves, mll- 
spice and cayenne pepper. Tabasco is also hot but being a liquid is easy to measore. Tasting 
Is imperative when making relishes and ehutneys. By tasting you will know when to remove 
the spice bag. 

For brining pickles alway’f^ use the coarse piekling salt, never table salt. 

llnless you like pickles, ehutneys, etc., very hot, beware of too many of the little red 
capsicum peppers that come in the mixed pickling spice. 

Use white vinegar where a light color is desired. The darker cider or luaR vinegar for 
relishes and ehutneys.

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During the Second World War, aircraft patrols operated from dawn to dusk covering 
the shipping lanes and offshore regions all along the western coast of both the Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada. This story involves ^ne such routine flight which suddenly'be¬ 
came one of suspense and finally tragedy. Details were never published due to se¬ 
curity regulations at the time. 

Lone Survivor Recalls 
West Coast Air Crash

While salvage operations were 
being carried out at the location 
of the stranded Russian ship UZ¬ 
BEKISTAN two miles east of Pa- 
chena Point on the Vancouver Is¬ 
land west coast (see Islander edit¬ 
ions Jan. 28, 1973 and Sept. 1, 
1974) a small single engined air¬ 
craft with U.S. markings suddenly 
zoomed low overhead. 


It was 8:^ p.m. on a very foggy evening. 
.Tune 7, 1943. Seconds later a crash was heard. — 
then silence, except for the sound of the very 
light surf then running. There were two men 
aboard the plane, the pilot and an observer. The 
pilot died in the crash. 

It w’as a longshot, especially after 30 interven¬ 
ing years, but if it were xtessible to find the sur¬ 
viving obser\er, the . full circumstances of that 
mishap could be learned. After many letters and 
months during w^ich time several U.S. Coast 
Guard and Naval Air stations were contacted, a 
lead finally nwiterialized through U.S. Naval Air 
Records wherein a very' brief summary' indicated 
the date, location, and names of the airmen in- 
\olved. 

A letter to Naval Personnel, Washington. 
D.C., resulted in a last known address of the sur¬ 
viving obsen'er, after a considerable routing on 
their part. T^e man had been know'n to live dowm 
in Washington state 10 years ago. A letter to the 
given address failed to determine further infor¬ 
mation so on a hunch, a visit to the locality and 
some further inquiries, did produce another 
address, still in Washington State. 

Tly man was indeed surprised when I phoned 
him and later visited with him and his wife and 
spoke of those days back ini 1943 and informed 
him that I knew of the happenings on thosa 
shores during that summer and also could tell 
him much about his rescuers and their w'here- 
abouts. 

So, with the clear recollections of the sur¬ 
vivor, Ranee Castle, and those of others directly 
in\olved[, the full story could be assembled. 

The aircraft was a Kingfisher belonging to 
the U.S. Naval squadron operating out of Astoria, 
Oregon. This aircraft was mass produced by 
Vought-Sikorsky during the early years of the 
war and was used extensively by the U.S. Navy 
in reconnaisance duty and established ^uite a 
record in the South Pacific. It was considered a 
the time, a dependable little aircraft. 

It w’as the first single wing aircraft specifical¬ 
ly designed for use on larger naval ships and was 
launched via catapult. Many will recall the single 
main float plus wing tip floats, the distinguishing 
feature of the plane. 

There were three main production models 
and the OS2U-3 was the latest and principal one 
and embodied certain fuselage armor improve¬ 
ments and a larger engine and greater range. 

Some 1,500 aircraft were built and the design 
Involved the then new spot w'elding technique 
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This rebuilt Kingflslier also crashed on west coast. 


which avoided buckling in the fuselage structure. 
Although the float version of this little aircraft 
with 36-foot wingspan was the most common, 
some were equipped with fixed landing gear. The 
Kingfisher in this story was of the latter type, for 
use at the land base at Astoria. 

Ehiring the war the entire U.S. west coast was 
patrolled by naval squadrons using this type of 
aircraft. They used to fly in pairs on anti-sub pa¬ 
trol in the shipping lanes and out to a distance of 
about 50 miles offshore. They operated both north 
and south from Astoria and on southern flights 
overlapped with those aircraft from California 
bases. The northern limit of the patrol area was 
Juan de Fqca entrance off the Vancouver Island 
west coast and near the C5ape Beale — Pachena 
Point area. 

niey had a few' planes in those days and a crew 
often had to make tw'o flights a day if they hap¬ 
pened to be scheduled out on san early morning 
patrol. The range of the aircr^ limited patrols 
to between five and six hoursi duration and an 
outgoing pair were always airborne before the re¬ 
turn of the incoming patrol. The crews worked a 
24 hour on 24 hour off basis on those patrols. 

IXiring that June 7 late afternoon patrol, the 
pair ot aircraft on the northern leg became envel¬ 
oped in fog with extremely poor visibility. They 
usually kept together maintaining visual and 
voice contact with each other as well as to base. 

The lead pilot on this day decided to go up 
through the overcast for better flying conditiims. 
The sec<xid aircraft remained in low level flight 
— it was piloted by a very young man just out of 
flying school and making only his second flight. 

The young pilot and his obsen'er ibon lost 
contact with the lead plane and their radio went 
out. For some technical reason they could not re¬ 


ceive although it was later learned that their 
transmissions were monitored at base and by the 
other aircraft. The pilot continued flying by in¬ 
struments and reckoning by speed and time bn 
their northward course. 

After a period of this type of flying a pilot 
eventually tends to disbelieve the instruments 
and there is the possibility of over-correcting in 
maintaining the craft’s flight path. This was prob¬ 
ably especially true in the case of the young pilot 
under the circumstances and because of his inex¬ 
perience. 

The observer never knew whether this was 
entirriy the case and he did not know whether the 
pilot had seen any of the Canadian shoreline but 
they were getting ready to ditch because they 
knew' they were lost and had not enough fuel to 
last much longer. It was a wonder that the 
aircraft did not fly right into the land since they 
were flying very low'. 

This fact tends to suggest that the pilot had 
sighted the coast at some point and was following 
it. At any rate, the observer was actually in the 
process of pulling back the inflatable life raft to¬ 
ward himself from its stowed position behind the 
pilot. He had let go his seat belt to do this, all in 
preparation for ditching. 

He had not the chance to refasten his belt 
when he caught a glimpse of a ship (the stranded 
UZBEKISTAN) on one side and a shoreline on the 
other side of the plan<» as they swept in low’ over 
the surf. A few seconds later there was the im¬ 
pact (rf the crash. 

The sliding hatch had slimmed shut over hit 
head with the impact and he could not free it. 
Water was soon all about him and in the urgency 
of the moment he thruit upward breaking 
through the plexiglass canopy giving enough

for him to escape and lunge for the ?inX«< c 
PS the aircraft was already going down. 

He recalled diving down again with the 
ihought of being able to find his companion. bi)t 
such an effort w'as futile and he swam in the di¬ 
rection he had reasoned w'as the shoreline. He 
was shaken up, -cut and bruised about the chest 
tut somehow made it to some rocks where all he 
could do was hang on and he remembered being 
so terribly cold. At this point he was rescued. 
Just how far he swam no one knows because the 
precise location of the crash was never deter¬ 
mined. 

On shore, at the moment the plane api*eared. 
the salvage party at the wrecked Russian ship by 
the nrK)Uth of the Darling River, had all but finish¬ 
ed their wxtric for the day. A small boat used for 
towing scowloads erf salvaged gear wa.«f anchorc-d 
nearby offshore. 

When the aircraft suddenly came out of the 
fog it almost hit the salvage high line rigged be¬ 
tween the ship and shore. 

The pilot ntay well have been unnerved by his 
near miss of the high line. On the other hand he 
may not have seen this line. The plane had come 
from the direction of Pachena Point, passed in¬ 
shore around the stem of the UZBEKISTAN and 
disappeared again into the fog in the general lii- 
rection of the coastline to the southeast. Seconds 
later, those on shore heard the crash. 

At that moment, the west coast telephone 
lineman, Dan Holliday, had just passed the DarJ- 
Hig River and the Russians at the wrecksite and 
was on his way down the coast to his cabin at 
Tscowis to spend the night. He was perhaps h ’*- 
mile down the beach from the river. 

At the sound of the crash he started running 
down the beach in the general direction and when 
about another *4 mile further down the beat h, he 
saw a human form draped over one of the ofl ly¬ 
ing rocks which w'as awash in the surf. 

To seaward there was nothing visible in the 
fog. Holliday got out to the man and got him 
draped over a log and pushed him into shore. Bv- 
this time-the Russians had also run down the 
beach from their camp by the wreck. 

The man they found was in shock and they 
stripped him immediately and wrapped him in 
one of the Russian’s warm clothes. Holliday ran 
off to the Tscowis cabin to phone and report the 
crash and summon help for the injured flier. The 
Russians carried the oteerver back to their camp 
on the beach where they tended him and jtiit him 
in a dry bed. 

Dan got through to Pachena and advised of the 
situation. Jack Hunting, keeper at Pachena Point, 
c-ne of the wireless operators and another man. 
soon set off for the Russian camp at the Darling 
with some medical supplies. These men from 
Pachena cov'ered the two miles of trail in cjuick 
order and soon w'ere at the Injured man’s side. 
The man was badly bruised, cut and cold, but 
otherwise apparently not seriously hurt. 

The rescuers learned details of the .incident 
and told the flier that they would report to hi.s 
authorities and see what could be arranged -for 
bis removal. Castle was looked after by the Ru.*;- 
sians that night and they made him as comfort¬ 
able as possible. 

Of these moments, Castle recalled several 
people around him after be had made it to the 
rcxrk. He remembered somebody stripping him 
and covering him and taking him away and the 
excited voices in a language he could not under¬ 
stand. 

Later, at the camp, he recalled Jack Hunting 
and the men from Pachena ccmiing with medic al 
aid and being the recipient of a swig of brandy; 

A search was immediately conducted by the 
men on shore. They searched the shoreline into 
<he night but to no avail. The young pilot was 
given up for lost along with his aircraft. Offshore, 
all that could be found was an oil slick. 

The U.S. authorities were contacted via Pa¬ 
chena and in the morning one of the Coast CJuard 
motor lifeboats from Baada Point. Neah Bay sta- 
tiem, arrived offshore. They took the injured flier 
iif the beach, thanked the Russians for their good 
work and left them cigarettes and chex-oJate bars 
which were most appreciated. 

The Russians also had the opportunity to 
thank these Coast Guard men for they were the 
same men that had stood by the stranded Russian 
ship and its crew 10 weeks earlier when that ves¬ 
sel came ashore. 

Castle was flown to Port Angeles by the Coast 
Guard after his arrival at Neah Bay on the life¬ 
boat. After a physical checkup at the Nava) Sec¬ 
tion Base Hospital he was sent back to his ba.se at 
Astoria. He was flyipg again in 24 hours. He 
ir^ly says now: “I couldn’t even get any time off 
ov-er it.” 


Castle recalls that pulling the life raft toward 
him in those last seconds is wiiat Mved him as 
the rubber material cushioned him against the 
impact. When he got out of the plane bis life 
jacket wtHild not inflate because it and bis jacket 
had been tom during his frantic exit. He said that 
the one thing he really thought about at the time 
was. the two wing mounted iSO-pound depth 
bombs the plane had carried. They were usually- 
armed for 50 feet. They were normally armed 
from the plane prior to release — obviously they 
did not detonate. 

A device used on Kingfishers for very low fly¬ 
ing in poor visibility was in use on that day. 
These aircraft were equipped with a traihng wire 
about 50 feet long with a weight on the end to 
stream it. This could be let out the rear botlome 
of the plane and if it touched, or grounded, it 
would cause, a static stgnal on the receiver thus* 




-indicating water surface. It w-as a simple yet {ts- 
jlKe back up device. 

A minute or so before the crash, Jack Hunt¬ 
ing at Pachena had been down in the fog alaim 
house engine room tending the nlachiriery theie. 
He recalled the aircraft going oVer Ibeh* station 
because while down in the engine room he beaid 
a sudden loud report and wondered what it was 
• uo he phoned up top to the wireless office and 
learned that the noise had been a very kw flymg 
'aircraft passing over. 

He later realized that it was die JostAiperaft 
after he talked to the rescued observer. It was a

Sometime ago my daughter-in-law presented me 
with a delightful small soapstone carving of a bird. On

We met Lorraine Brownson this 
summer when we visited her in her 
mobile home whidi stands on a 
graissy and windsw'ept land facing 
Discovery Passage and Quadra Is¬ 
land. Locust and lime trees cast 
their shadow over her doorstep and 
gnarled apples and pears bend to 
the sea winds. 

Bom in Campbell River she lived 
as a small girl with her parents and 
brother at Franklin River where she 
learned the ways of the woodland 
and of the animals that inhabited it. 
Her father taught her many things, 
not the least of w'hich was to respect 
all wild things. 

He would bring home small ani¬ 
mals, a fawn, cougar kittens, and 
owl, and it fell to Lorraine to care 
for them. She developed a lasting 
love for all animals and as a small 
girl would paddle her canoe out to 
pick up wounded ducks which she 
brought home and healed. She w-ould 
lie In the woods or bn the river flats 
in the tall grass watching the blue- 
bills, mallards and widgeon, and she 
skbteh^ them. 

She had her own trapline where 
she caught marten and mink but at 
the age of 12 she could no longer 
bear to see anything killed and she 
•et the animals free. "You are now a 
girl," her father said, and that w'as 
the end of her trapline. 

To keep her but of mischief her 
mother, when she wns washing, 
would hand her a bar of sunlight 
soap and one day Lorraine carved a 
duck. Today her carvings are to be 
found all over the w’orld and at this 
time there is a display of her w'ork 
at the Royal Ontario Museum. 

There is more at Sayward, V.I., 
at the Cable Cookhouse Logging Mu¬ 
seum, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Glen 
Duncan. Tliere are some beautiful 
pieces in the Campbell River Muse¬ 
um and more in the Canadiana Shop 
In the Hotel Champlain in Montreal. 

She carves traditional native de¬ 
signs and contemporary design. She 
uses almost an>' natural material 
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lhat comes to hand. In fact, she 
says, she can make something out of 
almost anything. She carves in 
whale ivor>\ obtaining whale teeth 
from Coal Harbor where there used 
to be a whaling station. 

Fishermen along tht coast bring 
her whale l>one and sea lion bone. 
Hunters bring her horns, antlers, 
teeih and even skins. 


She does all her carving with a 
knife, never a chisel. If she requires 
something bigger she used an a.\e or 
an adze. On soapstone she uses 
knife, rasps, and files and other 
stones for polishing. 

In whale ivory she does scrim¬ 
shaw carvings, deep carving in the 
round, etchings and relief. She likes 
to leave the shape of the tooth as far 
as possible when carving whale 


She makes Jew'elry from all 
whales of baleen bearing species. 
The old time whalers, she tells us, 
long ago in their spape time used to 
make corset stays and umbrella 
spokes of baleen. The nativ e people 
used it for frames for chief’s 
headdresses. 

She uses buffalo horn for spoon 
bow’ls, inla>' and jew'elry. Her jew- 
elr>' is quite unique and much of it 
verj' ingenious. 

We saw' tiny carv'ed masks from 
whale teeth, a pendant made from 
the tip of an antler, beautifully 
carved and inlaid with a deer’s head 
on one side and on the other a 
design in abalone inlay. She makes 
pendants of buffalo bone and a tray 
of small deer ankles and toe bones 
w'ill become beads. Other small 
bones from inside the hoofs she 
carv'es for drum rattles. 

Lorraine uses nothing mechanical 
in her work, she hates noise for one 
thing. "My hands,” she says, "are 
strong. I must hold the work in my 
hands and feel my way round it.” 

She told us many things of inter¬ 
est. All primitive people, she said, 
used charms to protect all body 
openings. Earrings, for instknee 
w'ere to prevent evil spirits from en¬ 
tering by way of the ears. She fash¬ 
ions ,them from claws, stone, or 
wood. She doesn’t use hard stone in 
her work, such as jade, as that 
would require a mechanical process. 
’The ancient Chinese used to carve 
hard stone using saw', grit and sand, 
and then a hollow reed and grit as a 
drill but this method took years to 
make a work of art. 

The "old people” of the coast 
used the "pecking” technique, that 
is, they pecked, with a hard stone, 
the surface of a soft stone, then used 
sand for smoothing, finally polishing 
with dogfish skin or simply with 
their hands and this method Lor¬ 
raine uses today when making her 
petroglyirf*. 

Her liv'ing room is a storehouse 
of many intriguing things, pieces of 
driftw’ood, rib bones and vertebrae 
of w'hales, a sea lion shoulder blade

AN ISLAND TRAIL SYSTEM 


When the original brief regarding the preserve- 
tion of the West Coast Lifesaving Trail was presented to 
the provincial government in May, 1967, it recommended 
the trail should be continued inland from Port Renfrew 
to Coldstream Park, thereby making the trail accessible 
to hikers from Victoria.

The minister of lands and forests. 
Ray Willislon, was enthusiastic 
about the proposal and said “it was 
a fine project which would form the 
beginning of a trail system in the 
province.*' 

*1116 Lifesaving 'Trail has been in- . 
eluded in the Pacific Rim National 
Park and its preservation is as¬ 
sured, but the connecting trail from 
Coldstream Park is still in the dis¬ 
cussion stage. A proposed route for 
this tra’il was drawn on a set of five 
topographical maps by the provin¬ 
cial parks and recreation branch 
several years ago to serve as a 
guide. 

The trail would start at the Gold- 
stream provincial park and head 
north, parallel to Finlayson Arm. 
but abo\e the road, crossing Arbu- 
ms Creek and passing Wriggles- 
worth and Devereau.x Lakes on the 
eastern side' in a north-westerly di¬ 
rection over the Warwick Range.

and a whale shoulder blade given to 
her by Captain John Humphries 
which he -found when diving. There 
are maple burls and fungi which she 
also'carves, and coral from Tofino. 
She collects old decoy ducks and 
there are numbers of them scattered 
about. As a kid, she says, she used 
to carry strings of decoys for her fa¬ 
ther when he hunted. 

She has albums full of color 
photos of her work. It is scattered 
over the world but at least , she has 
tlie pictures. Somewhere, she re¬ 
calls, is a doll carved of, yellow- 
cedar. The pupils of the eyes she 
made of deer hoof, the irises of aba- 
lone, earrings of copper and abalone 
and a necklace of mice teeth to rep- 
re.sent grizzly bear claws. She actu¬ 
ally rooted hair on the doll’s head 
and this she took from her daughter 
Diana, whose hair falls to her knees. 

In a shed beside the trailer she 
keeps her stone and different woods. 
There is soapstone, argylite, sand¬ 
stone, basalt, serpentine and alabas¬ 
ter. all awaiting her attention. There 
Is lime wood, driftwood, maple, yel- 


Crossing the Canadian National

lah, so that one would not have to 
hike over the whole length of the 
trail at one time, but could do dif¬ 
ferent sections at different times. 
This would be an advantage for 
those who are no longer young, but 
who still like to hike a wilderness 
trail without having to pack a 40 
pound pack of food and camping 
equipment. 

As Ray Williston^aid, it could be 
the beginning of a trail system on 
Vancouver Island. The trail, linking 
with the West Coast Lifesaving 
Trail, could be extended northward 
beyond iBamfield and Port Albcrni 
to the northern tip of the island, 
keeping to the seashore as much as

low and red cedar, spruce, birch 
and alder. There is yew, which she 
uses for spoons and this she puts in 
a pot of boiling water to soften it. 
She takes it out, car\es, immerses it 
again, car\'es, and so on. In another 
workshop are about 600 deer legs, 
salted down. Later she will boil and 
clean them and use them for carv¬ 
ing and jewelry. 

In a tree neai-by hangs a cougar 
skull and eagle talons and antlers 
are being •cleaned by insects. 

Laughingly she produced from 
her freezer some rather unique 
itema^ — the head of a mountain 
goat and a bear’s skull and a parcel 
of bear bones. The goat horns she 
will use for spoons, and the.se 
spoons, with their intricately carved 
handles, are the most beautiful 
things and are truly collectors* 
pieces. The bear bones she will use 
for carving after they have been 
cleaned and boiled. 


Lorraine tans her own hides. She 
removes the antlers and extracts the 
brain of the deer w+>ich she dries in 
, cakes and later uses for tanning. 

Lorraine has her own philosophy. 
She has read a great deal and stud¬ 
ied art books and this in turn has 
lead to the study of religions, psy¬ 
chology and philosophy. One natu¬ 
rally follows the other, she remarks. 

.She lives, she believes, in the 
most beautiful part of the world. She 
is doing the thing she likes best and 
is happy in doing it. Every day of 
her life she learns something new. 


in the woods, on the beaches, or in 
speaking to people. With her long 
auburn hair and green eyes she is a 
dynamic and interesting wcmian and 
completely dedicated to her art. 

Her lovely daughter, Diana, is 15, 
She is artistic, tpo, but wants to be 
an archeologist. Like her mother, 
she loves books, antiques, and all 
beautifi^ things. 

When we first met Lorraine we 
said: “Will you blow- your own horn 
a litUc?'’ ‘T w-ill,” she laughed. As it 
turned out she had no need to. Her 
beautiful work spoke for itself.

A fish is a fish, is a fish ... ex¬ 
cept when it’s not a fish! 

Sounds like double talk, but when 
you consider the many sfiecies ^f 
fish throughout the world, and the 
fact that they vary so much in txxiy 
structure, organ s(>ecialization and 
other factors, it’s not unusual for 
some species of fish to he mistaken 
for others ... or for other kinds )f 
animals to be mistaken for fish. 

All true fish have some thing.s in 
common, and these separate them 
* from ntammals that are often mis¬ 
taken for fish, such as porpoises. 
Fish are cold-blooded vertebrates, 
with a backbone, permanent gills, 
and fins. But there the similarity 
ends. 

Scientists aren’t really sure -A tne 
exact number of fish species Ijecause 
they keep changing with time, and 
because new- species — and .some 
species thought e.xtinci are con¬ 
tinually being found Research by 
the fishing department at Mercury

Fast-swimming fish have evolved 
body shapes that are alnnost fric- 
th>nless in water. Examples ire 
tuna, trout, some sharks, bonito and 
mackerel. These fish have special¬ 
ized further by developing smaller 
scales which offer less resistance to 
water. 

Fish which usually live on the 
bottom have adapted to their sur¬ 
roundings by becom’mg flattened in 
shape. Among this large group are 
found catfish, rays, flounder, skates 
ind suckers. A third tj-pe of body i.s 
the compressed form, recogpiized by 
anglers as belonging to sunfish and 
coappie in fresh water, and pom- 
pano and permit in salt water. 

Other variations tlie Mercury

wonder that the plane did not hit the light tower 
at Bachena. 

Although Castle remains rather modest about 
his ability as a swimmer, the fact remains that 
since a very early age he had been a strong 
swimmer — this fact most probably contributed 
to his survival. 

The unfortunate young pilot, who had only 
recently married, was not found until’ later on 
that summer wlien one of the wireless personnel 
from Pachena discovered the remains on the 
beach in the vicinity. 

Finally another principal in this story re¬ 
mains modest. Dan Holliday received a citation 
from Western Air Command for his quick action 


in the rescue. Both he and Jack Hunting have 
plaques presented to them for their outstanding 
service on occaskxts such as this story recalls, 
during th6 years of operaticMi of the Aircraft De¬ 
tection Corps initiated by the RCAF during those 
war years. 

Castle, Hqlhday and Hunting are aware now 
of each oner’s whereabouts and it is hoped that 
Castle might have the opportunity to meet once 
again the latter two gentlemen. 

Recently, and with renewed interest in those 
shores, the era of scuba diving has resulted in old 
wrecks being rediscovered and certain materials 
salvaged.

erf the USS North Carolina wiiich Itself Is berthed 
as a permanent display on the east coast of the 
U.S. The jrfioto sho^ is this rebuilt Kingfisher. 
Thero are only ond or two other planes of this 
type in e.xistence nbw. 


FIRST AID FOR FISH 


Did you ever give a fish artificial respiration? 
Don’t laugh . . . it’s being done. 

Many anglers are finding it desirable to return 
to water the fish they catch, rather than take 
them home. They either don’t like to eat fish, or 
they prefer to release the fish so that someone 
else can have the pleasure of catching them. 

But there’s more to freeing a fish than just 
dropping it back into the water. Unless you give 
it the right first aid, the fish may die soon after 
its release and then will be lost for any produc¬ 
tive use. Here are some tips that will ,help you 
release fish so that they will probably survive for 
future sport. 

Handle the fish as little as possible. To remove 
the hook, leave the fish in the water and try slip¬ 
ping the barb from its lip by applying gentle 
downward and backward pressure on the hook 
eye. A pair of small needle-nose pliers is often 


helpful. If you have to hold the fish, don’t 
squeeze it! Grasp it gently behind the gill covers 
to prevent internal damage. Keep your hands 
wet; the protective coating over a fish’s body will 
suffer less damage. 

If the fish is weak, place your hand under¬ 
neath its belly and support it for a few minutes in 
the water. You can increase its oxygen intake 
(and further its chances of living) by moving the 
fish slowly back and forth, forcing water through 
its gills. 

Fish taken from very deep water, such as lake 
trout, should be returned to the depths as soon as 
possible. The difference in atmospheric pressure 
betw’een deep water *and top water causes the air 
bladder in a fish to expand, and it could burst. To 
get the fish back into deep water, throw it nose- 
fii*st, at an angle, in an attempt to force it down¬ 
ward. This also increases oxygen intake by push¬ 
ing water through and over the gills. 


Remember that a fish’s gills are the equiva¬ 
lent of a man’s lungs.' Fishing experts suggest, 
you never hold a fish by the gills unless you in¬ 
tend to keep it. Gills are extremely sensitive and 
easily damaged.

tails while other had little tufts all 
over.

When at last our bus was full, it 
shuddered to a start with grinding 
gears and sounding klaxon. It took a 
right turn from the market to go out 
of town, but then another right turn 
and another and another and there 
we were back w here we had started. 
*Our driver, a charming old man 
with a face like a monkey, had for¬ 
gotten something. 

The whole bus load, but particu¬ 
larly the women, began to tease 
him. They shouted insults about his 
driving and his memory and, the 


Port Discovery and then sailing. 
north anchored in Strawberry Bay, * 
Cypress Island and off Lummi Is¬ 
land continuing up the Strait of 
Georgia. 

As the mighty morn strode laugh¬ 
ing up the land the ship set sail and 
dropfjed anchor, off Point Roberts. 
That evening several sailors jumped

banter becoming lewder, started on 
his morals. Sallies such as “He fool 
her, he married already" were 
greeted with raucous shrieks of Joy. 
He took it all in good part. "Eh, eh’’ 
he said to one attraefive tormentor,

man. I put you out of my bus." 

We were soon off again with 
whatever it was he had forgotten. 
This time we drove safely out of 
town. When we came to my bus stop 
the driver drew the bus right across 
to the wrong side of the road to let 
me off and waved warmly as he 
drove away. 

Back aboard Tryste I found that 
Ernest, Susan and Nicola had put on 
80 gallons of water and were ready 
to sail. Within minutes we were 
under way heading for the Panama 
Canal, the Pacific and home. Our 
Caribbean holiday was over. 


off the vessel into the icy .sea for a 
dip and found that the water tasted 
very fresh even though they stood 
three miles from the shore. 

A long boat left to look for the 
mouth of a large river. Mo\ ing 100 
yards off Roberts Banks, the sailors 
pulled the long oars and soon West- 
ham Island came into view. Scouler 
wrote, "... the river is shut up 
from access of vessels for a great 
way by sand banks and has not 
more than six feet of water at its 
mouth." 

It was Simon Fraser’s Great 
River. Over to the left like a giant 
peatbog plug lay Lulu Island, divid¬ 
ing the muddy river in two and look¬ 
ing down, the mountains — lone 
rocks where eagles scream. Holly- 
burn, Grouse and Seymour peaks 
and behind the ice-coated twin bril¬ 
liance of the snow-maned Lions. 
Breath taken, they didn’t move an 
oar, gently moving downstream in 
the smooth river current-brown, 
fresh water that hundreds of miles 
upstream became a roaring, wliirl- 
pool infested monster but now tiie 
flat flow moved softly to the salt 
sea. Tlie first star twinkled and the 
grey g;ull8 to islands beat. They 
must return to the ship. 

On Aug. 26, 1825 John Scouler, 
young naturalist aboard the HBC 
brig William and Ann, hli tiny cabin 
loaded with the preserved animals, 
algae and dried plants of British 
'Columbia began the homeward 


voyage and when off Tatoosh Island 
a single, solitary canoe left the 
wooded shoreline carrying the old 
and feeble chief of the Tatoosh. This 
ancient Indian wore his finest cape 
of sea otter skins and his ceremonial 
hat covered with rows of delicate 
white shells and 20 of his strongest 
warriors, completely naked fran¬ 
tically dug into the cold, green Pa¬ 
cific. 

The canoe overflowed with gas¬ 
tronomic gifts — 20-pound silver 
salmon, baskets full of shimmering 
herring, giant purple crabs, fresh 
clams ^d blue salal berries, a 
string of; glossy black sea ducks and 
a half db^en fine, thick beaver pelf.s. 
The very best the old man could 
give! 

The v^hite man’s ship in full sail 
gained oh the canoe, "nie chief joint¬ 
ed his thin fingers and growled 
orders to his braves and paddles 
flashed, the rhythm speeded, dip- 
/ pull, dip-pull. The long, slim canoe 
knifed through the choppy straits 
but the William and Ann's canvas 
billowed;as she pulled around the 
cape and heeded south, down the 
coast. The wrinkled old man 
dropped ^ hand, sweat-soak^ glis¬ 
tened bxWn bodies slumps over 
wet paddles and the prince slowly, 
slipp^ from slender shoulders his 
finest cape of fur.

(AP) — The United States 
views the scM^alled war de¬ 
clared on it they the Kootnai 
Indians as "a serious mat¬ 
ter,” a Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs official said Saturday. 

“We are concerned at the 
threat of militant activity 
here,” said Martin Seneca, 
BIA director of trust re¬ 
sources in Washington, D.C. 

Earlier Saturday, two 
meuTilxM’s of t^ie Idaiho con¬ 
gressional delegation met 
with Kootenai leaders. 

Seneca, who headed the 
four-member group of BIA 
peace seekers, said the so- 
called war “doesn’t look like 
just an Indian problem. 

“It also looks like a human 
problem w'hich should concern 
everyone.” 

The Kootenais had said they 
hoped Seneca w’ould stay as 
long as necessary to lay the 
foundation for treaty negotia¬ 
tions. 

Earlier Saturday, a con¬ 
gressional peace pipe was of¬ 
fered to the small Indian tribe 
W'hich is at a standoff in its 
dispute witn the United 
States. 

Senator James McClure and 
Representative Steve Symms, 
both Idaho Republicans, flew 
to this small logging town to 
mediate the dispute over 1.6 
million acres of aboriginal 
land. The Kootenais say the 
land in northern Idaho and 
western Montana was seized 
from them 123 years ago. 

The car carrying McClure 
and Symms did not stop at a 
toll staticHi erected by the 
Kootenais at the side of High¬ 
way 95 between the airport 
and the tribal office down¬ 
town. 

A Bdgn at the toll pLtirtt saiid: 
“Entering Kootenai nation. 
Toll 10 cents.” Payment was 
strictly voluntary and the flow 
of traffic was not disrupted.. 

In Montana, police reported 
Kootenais had established a 
similar information and toll 
stajtnon aLmg Highway 2 Sat¬ 
urday. Traffic was not 
disrupted there either. 

McClure and Symms 
emerged after a 30-minulc 
closed session with the In¬ 
dians and said they wtnjid 
work to open direct com- 
muntcations between the 67- 
member tribe and the BIA.

Evans had replied that 
progress was toeing made but 
it wasn’t much good training 
workers if they didn’t have 
the equipment they needed. 


And K\ans hinted he wasn’t 
getting too much suppf)rt 
from his federal government 
tfj prwide tfie equipmwit re¬ 
quired before serious joint 
training programs could 
ibegin. 

Barrett was blunter. "When 
I gel back to Victoria I shall 
release to the press all the 
correspondence tietween csir- 
selves and Ottawa," he said.
